WITH FLORIDA SPECIAL 


Long Branch Express Strikes 
Loose Cars at Elizabeth. 


FIREMAN JUMPS TO DEATH 


More than a Score of Passengers Hurt 
in Crash on Pennsylvania Road— 
One of them Seriously.

ELIZABETH, N. J., April 26.—In a rear- 
end collision, which occurred a short dis- 
tance west of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
station here this afternoon, when the Long 
Branch Express, laden, ran into 
the rear of the Florida Special, one man 
was killed and twenty-seven persons were 
Most of the injured received only 


heavily 


injured. 
slight wounds, but one man is now in the 
hospital here, and probably will die. 

The collision was due to an accident to 
the Southern train, and could have beer 
avoided, it is asserted, had the engineer of 
the Long Branch train heeded the signals 
which were set for his direction. The 
Florida express is composed of eight Pull- 
man cars. It left Jersey City at 3:45 o’clock 
end whirled past the station here about a 
half hour later. It had not gone far when 
the air tube connecting the forward coach 
to the engine parted. 

That caused the automatic air brakes 
to be applied at once to the train. The 
extra strain on the engine caused by the 
application of the brakes caused the 
coupling pin between the tender and the 
first car to break, and the engine darted 
ahead, while the cars stopped within a 
skort distance. 

Thé engineer at once applied the brakes 
to the locomotive, and as soon as he was 
able started back to pick up his train. 
He had just reached the coaches, and 
Was about to recouple to them, when the 
accident occurred. 

The tracks of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
make a wide turn about Elizabeth, and the 
houses and other obstructions along this 
curve make it impossible for an engineer 
to see more than 100 yards of clear track 
ahead. The Long Branch express was mak- 
ing forty miles an hour at the curve when 
the fireman in the cab saw the stalled 
train ahead. He shouted to the engineer, 
wh» at once applied the brakes, but not 
f00n enough to prevent the collision. 

The engine struck the rear Pullman, the 
England, tearing its way through the coach 
almost to the forward end. The car was 
split in half and the parts fell to either side 
of the track. No one except a porter was in 
the car when the accident occurred, and 
though some of the pessengers in the for- 
ward coaches reteived a severe shaking up, 
the injured were on the two forward cars 
of the Long Branch express. 


JUMPED TO DBATH. 


As soon as the fireman of the Long 
Branch train sighted the stalled train 
ahead, he jumped from the cab. There is 
a high picket fence between the rails 
through the station yards, and in jumping 
the fireman struck this fence, fell back be- 
neath the wheels of the train, and his head 
Was crushed. 

The engineer of the train, Thomas Law- 
lor, of Point Pleasant, waited to jump until 
he had applied the brakes. He rolled down 
an embankment alongside the track and 
Was not badly injured. The list of dead 
and wounded is as follows:

Aithough the passengers on the Long 
Branch train were somewhat surprised at 
the sudden slowing up of the train, for it 
does not stop at Elizabeth, none realized 
that a collision was imminent, and all re- 
tained their seats. A moment later the 
shock came, and men and women were 
piled up, cut and bleeding. 

It was several minutes before any one 
regained self-control Then there was im- 
mediate rush to leave the train, and in the 
excitement passengers tramped on others, 
and a genuine panic took place. 

The Pullman, hanging partly over the en- 
gine of the rear train, soon took fire, and 
was burning when the Fire Department 
Was called and extinguished the flames. 
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Thesengine was destroyed, but the engineer 
had opened all of the valves before he 
jumped, and an explosion was averted. 

As soon as the railroad employes had re- 
alized what had happened, they directed 
their efforts toward getting the injured 
from the trains. The station was turned 
into a hospital, and the local physicians, 
including Drs. Mravalag, Conover, Schlech- 
ter, and Gair besides two ambulances, were 
called to the scene. When this was done 
the people were placed on trains and sent 
to their homes under the care of the phy- 
sicians. 

The porter of the smashed Southern Spe- 
cial coach, William D. Robinson, was stand- 
ing in the aisle when the collision occurred. 
He was thrown to the forward part of the 
ear and escaped with a slight bruise. 


CHANGED REPORT ON SIGNAL. 


When Engineer Lawlor had recovered 
from the shock of his jump he was asked 
for an explanation of the accident. He 
said: 

“We were going around the curve at the 
I could not see the 
When Letts shouted to me, 
‘There's a train ahead!’ I asked him what 
the signals showed, as I could not see them. 
He answered, ‘ White—no, red!’ and with 
that he jumped.” 

Further than that Lawlor would not talk. 
But some of the railroad men about said 
that had he obeyed the signals he would 
not have met with accident. They said that 
on the block before the one in which the 
accident took place the signals were green, 
which warned Lawlor to slow up, while all 
of che signals on the next block were red. 

Lawlor has been with the Pennsylvania 
Road for ten years, and during that time 
he has not been in any accident before 
this one. After the accident all traffic 
was stopped on the road for an hour and a 
half, Trains were stalled in both direc- 
tions until a wrecking crew had removed 
the débris from the tracks. 

James P. Kelly, an attorney, took the 
statements of all of the injured sengers 
on behalf of County Prosecutor English, 
who will inquire inte the accident. Resi- 
dents here remarked to-night that ihe 
circumstances of the wreck are exactly 
similar to those of the wreck at Westfield 
so many persons were

LAWYER ACCUSED OF ARSON 


Ellis B. Southworth Charged with Firing 
Van Alen Property at New Hamburg.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N., Y., April 26.—As a 
sequel to the burning of the Van Alen 
country place at New Hamburg in Febru- 
ary, 1903, Ellis B. Southworth, a New York 
lawyer of 68 William Street, was arrested 


by Deputy Sheriff Baumbush at his office ' 


this afternoon on a bench warrant charg- 
ing him with arson in the first degree. 
Southworth protested his innocence. He 
drew $1,000 in cash from the bank for bail, 
and stated that he has New York real 
estate to supplement this sum if necessary. 
Upon his arrival in Poughkeepsie Mr. 
Southworth, who was accompanied by his 
brother William, also a lawyer, engaged 
Frank B. Lown as counsel, anu with Dis- 
trict Attorney Lee ‘- before County 
Judge Phillips at matte ; ee 
in $5,000, which was furnished. 
Southworth’s indictment and arrest were 
procured upon the confession of Charles 
P. Hall, who in testimony before the 
Grand Jury stated that Southworth 
conceived the scheme of heavily in- 
suring and then burning the Van Alen 
property, which he purchased about two 
and a half years ago from Mead & Taft 
of Cornwall. He conveyed the property, 
according to Hall, to the latter’s wife, 
Ennily O. Hall, and as mortgage had the in- 
surance policies of $14,500 assigned to him. 
Several weeks after the transfer the Van 
Alen residence and contents were destroyed 
by fire. Hall was arrested and indicted, 
and is now in jail here. 


The owner of the Van Alen mansion was 
J.J. Van Alen of Newport. 
was destroyed by fire, in February, 1903, 
there was no immediate suspicion of arson. 
Everybodv in the country arounud there 
thought the house caught fire from a defec- 
tive flue. At the time of the fire the house 
was in the hands of a caretaker.

Thrice the Boat, Bearing 300 Pas- 
sengers, Drives at Full Speed 
Against the Bridge. 


Death laid a sudden hand on Charles 
Kelly, engineer of the East River ferry- 
boat America, as she was crossing the 
crowded stream from Grand Street, Man- 
hattan, to Broadway, Williamsburg, at 7 
o'clock last evening, bearing more than 300 
passengers, and many horses and wagons. 
No one was near Kelly, and none sus- 
pected that anything was wrong until the 
pilot gave the customary two bells to slow 

{ as the old sidewheeler forged toward her 
Brooklyn slip. 
! No response came, and the big wheels re- 
! volved as fast as ever. Again and once 
| again. the pilot repeated the call. Then, 
j} as he leaped to the speaking tube, the boat 
at full speed struck her port side, which, 
/ as she was going, was the women’s cabin, 
| and heeled over till her other rail almost 
went under water. There was a terrific 
| crashing and grinding of timbers, and then 
followed a panic. 

Charles A. Smith, the pilot, leaped from 
his house, and holding to 
frame, shouted to the terrified passengers 

| that there was no danger. As if to belie 
| his words, the boat struck the other rack.

| DRIVEN BACK AGAIN.

| shock. They scrambled to their feet and 
| surged back into the cabins, as the big 
t wheels, which never once had paused, sent 
; her ahead with the full power of her en- 
| gine. Those who had gained the bridge

{ America struck even more violently.

| the boat again recoiled from the shock. 

In the streets outside the ferry gates the 
blows of the boat.against the bridge sound- 
ed like blasts. As the boat made her third 
charge against the shore, ferry men were 
ready with chains and ropes, and threw 

them aboard when the America crashed in 
; once more, but none caught, and the at- 
; tempt to hold the boat was futile. 
Again the boat struck and many more 
;.leaped. With another great surging of 
| ,waters, now littered with splinters, the boat 
| slid back and then the wheels stopped. The 
| wrecked and battered boat came to a stand- 
! still. 
On the bridge were half a dozen wounded 
| passengers, while on the America’s decks 
j were Many prostrate, with bleeding heads 
and hands, but the danger was passed. The 
; least time that had elapsed, according to 
| any estimate made, from the moment when 
Smith gave the first unanswered call to 
; the engineer until the actual peril was 
! over, was ten minutes, but it was probably 
i less than that. 


STOPPED BY THE FIREMAN. 


The boat was stopped by Edward Flana- 
j; gan, a fireman. He was stoking his fur- 
j nace in the hold when a crash came that 
i threw him from his feet. Not dreaming 
i what had happened, he stood at his post 
i ready for the dread cry of “ On deck all!” 
| Then came another crash, and he rushed 
| for the iron ladder, running up to the en- 
} gine room. He had hardly gained it when 
'he was again thrown down. Then he 
' leaped for the metal rungs, and in a mo- 
ment stood amid the glittering levers and 
cams of the engine. 

Kelly was on the floor, with his dead 
hand gripping the base of the hand lever 
by which the engine was reversed. The 


fireman drew down the throttle, and the 
great jaws controlling the steam and ex- 
| haust valves ceased to open and shut. Then

The main building of the soap factory is 
six stories high.

The fire was most spectacular, 
shedding a glow over the cliffs on the New 
Jersey shore, and bringing frightened peo- 
ple from their homes for blocks around. 
The progress of the flames was marked 


with continuous explosions of oils and 


chemicals. Soon after the flames burst 
through the roof a particularly heavy det- 


onation brought down the east wall of the 
main structure. An enormous quantity of 
this brick and masonry fell fairly at the 


feet of Battalion Chiefs Howe and Gray 
and the crews of Engine 26 and Truck 12, 
who were fighting the flames from the two- 
story extension. 

Blazing lumber ignited the contents of 
the building beneath them. It blazed 
fiercely, but notwithstanding this added 
danger, Chiefs Howe and Gray and their 
men stood bravely to their lines, and the 
firemen in the street checked the flames 
beneath them until they made a safe re- 
treat. 

At 2:25 o’clock a heavier explosion blew 
down the south wall of the main building 
fairly upon the Dunbar lumber yards, 
which immediately caught and blazed 
fiercely. The Rapp Iron Works, adjoining 
the lumber yard, was then in grave peril, 
and it seemed likely that the flames would 
reach another big plant of the Stanley con- 
cern, in Eleventh Avenue, 

Twenty horses of the Stanley Company 
| were burned to death. Watchman Frank 
| Lazire discovered the fire on the top floor 
| and escaped by jumping fifteen feet to the 


| 


ground. 

The Stanley plant, on the same site, was 
burned seventeen months ago. Insurance 
men on the ground just before 3 o’clock es- 
timated the loss at at least $200,000 at that 
time. The fire then seemed to be spreading 
rapidly. 


MAN KILLED ON ELEVATED. 


Thought to be an Employe of the Amer- 
ican Express Company. 


The body of an unknown man was foun) 
on the Third Avenue Elevated structure 
at 1:55 this morning, just south of the 
One Hundred and Thirty-third Street Sta- 
tion. The man wore a hat with the words, 
“American Express Company” written in 
it, and there were also American Ex- 
press Company buttons on his clothing. 

The body was badly mangled and the cars 
of Train No, 116, in charge of Motorman 
Van Zandt, which is supposed to have run 
over the man, had to be jacked up in order 
to get the body out. Traffic was delayed 
for twenty-five minutes. 


DANCER AVERTED PANIC. 


Martin, Singing, Seized Extinguisher 
and Put Out Fire at Mission Hall. 


Presence of mind prevented a panic last 
night when fire broke out on the stage of 
the hall of the St. Francis Branch of the 
Mission of the Immaculate Virgin, at 448 
West Fifty-fifth Street. Five hundred peo- 
ple, mostly women and children, were 
watching an amateur vaudeville perform- 
ance when one of the stage curtains caught 
fire from a gas jet. 

Andrew Martin had just appeared on the 
stage for his number when the curtain 
blazed up. The women in the front rows 
screamed, and, climbing and pushing their 
way back, tried to reach the door. Martin 
danced to the side of the stage, where a 
hand fire extinguisher was kept, seized it, 
and danced back, singing his topical song 
all the while. He turned the hose on the 
flames, which had reached the woodwork, 
and quickly put them out. 

Father Fitzpatrick of the mission leaped 
to the stage and assured the audience that 
there was no danger, and told them to leave 
the hall quietly. Fred Bentz, the pianist, 


struck up “ Bedelia,’’ and kept on playing 
until all were safely out of the hall. The 
damage was slight.

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Dalzell Repeats Intimations Against 
New Yorker, Cockran Says Repub- 
licans Bought 1896 Victory.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The climax to 
the Cockran-Dalzell affair came in the 
House to-day, and but for the Speaker's 
personal participation in the proceedings, in 
violation of all custom, Cockran might have 
stampeded the whole body, Republicans as 
well as Democrats. 

John Dalzell went forth him 
again, this time prepared for action, heeled 
from head to foot with evidence. At the 
end of his hour and thirty-five minutes of 
elaborate piling up of charges, Cockran tu- 
multuously denied every one of the charges, 
and offered and demanded the immediate 
passage of a resolution appointing a com- 
mittee of five to investigate them. 

Cockran’s eloquence had so wrought upon 
the House that if he had succeeded in 
getting his resolution up it might have been 
carried. The Republicans succeeded in chok- 
ing it off by the aid of the Speaker, who 
insisted on putting it over for a day, de- 
clining to rule on an ingenious point of 
order, fished up in the nick of time by Mr. 
Payne, until he had examined precedents. 

In his speech Cockran plainly insinuated 
that the Presidential election of 1896 was 
bought, naming the price at $16,000,000. 
He declared that the reason that the Re- 
publicans so readily believed the charge ; 
that ke had been bought was that they ; 
knew men were bought in that campaign. 

The Republican objection to an investi- 
gation thus makes an effective contrast 
with Cockran’s demand for one, and the 
moral effect of the New Yorker’s victory 
is conceded to be even greater than thay of 
Saturday.

CROSSING YALD 


A Large Force Passes River 
Through a Feiat. 


ATTACK ON TATUNG-KAO 


Diversion There While Two Com- 
panies Cross and Entrench to 
Protect Passage of Re- 
inforcements, 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 26.—It is of- 
ficially admitted here that the Japanese 
are crossing the Yalu River. 

Dispatches regarding the operations on 
the Yalu were received by the Emperor 
to-day, and it was supposed that they 
would be given out to-night.. The cen- 
sors’ committee, however, did not make 
them public. 

It was intimated that information had 
been received that the Japanese had 
crossed the river, but this was accompa- 
nied by a statement that the success of 
the enemy should in no sense be regarded 
as an important victory, the Russians 
having no Intention of vigorously con- 
testing the passage, their plan being to 
annoy the enemy as much as possible. 

It is evident from the dispatches here 
that, in order to render a crossing feasi- 
ble, the Japanese made a feint on Ta- 
tung-Kao, while the troops actually 
crossed some miles up the river, near 
lTchangd-jiou. Two companies were first 
thrown into Manchuria, and unquestion- 
ably intrenched, and immediately, under 
the cover of their guns, reinforcements 
crossed, 

It is regarded as probable that when- 
these troops are-in sufficient numbers 
they will march along the Manchurian 
bank of the Yalu in the direction of An- 
tung, near which is the road on which the 
advance can continue to Feng-warng- 
cheng, where the first determined stand 
ot the Russians will be made. 

No report has been received, official or 
otherwise, showing casualties on either 


side. 


LIAO-YANG, April 26.—Between last 
night and this morning the Japanese

BALTIC FLEET IS TO SAIL. 


Announcement by Skrydloff—Start for 
Far East to be Made in July. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 26.—Vice Ad- 
miral Skrydloff, recently appointed com- 
mander of the Russian naval forces in the 
Far East, to-day visited the barracks of 
the Naval Guard. Addressing the latter, he 
made his first public reference to the going 
out ef the Baltic fleet, saying: 

“Twenty-eight years ago I went with 
your predecessors to fight for Russia 
against the Turks. It is now the Em- 
peror’s wish that I should lead you again 
as Commander in Chief of the fleet which 
you are going to join on board the battle- 
ship Alexander ITI.” 

Admiral Skrydloff will leave to-morrow 
evening for Sevastopol, from whence he will 
start on May 5 for the Far East. 


PARIS, April 27.—A dispatch to the Petit 
Parisien from its Shanghai correspondent 
says: 

“A rumor is current here that Japan 
intends to occupy a portion of the Fu-Kien 
coast opposite Formosa, with the object of 
preventing the Russian Baltic Squadron 
passing through Formosa Strait.’ 


KRONSTADT, April 26.—A sensational 
story is afloat here of an attempt to de- 
stroy the battleship Alexander III. 

According to the reports a sailor saw a 
stranger, wearing the uniform of an officer, 
going down into the engine room of the 
battleship, followed him, and saw the 
stranger attaching something connected 
with wire to the dynamos. After the 
stranger left the sailor examined the at- 
tachment and found it to be a bomb. The 
sailor at once cut the wire, ran up on deck 
to tell what had happened, and found that 
the stranger had hanged himself.

AFTER THE VLADIVOSTOK SHIPS. 


Strong Japanese Squadron Believed to 
be Trying to Cut Them Off. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 26.—The Em- 
peror has received a dispatch from the com- 
mander of the Viadivostok squadron con- 
firming the report of the sinking of a Jap- 
anese transport of 600 tons at Gen-san. 

The object of the squadron's cruise is to 
destroy all transports traversing the Sea of 
Japan, to show the Russian flag in Korean 
waters and impress the population advan- 
tageously, and to compel the Japanese to 
guard all their transport expeditions, 


CHICAGO, April 26—A dispatch to The 
Daily News from Kobe says: 

“Under full steam a strong squadron of 
Japanese armored cruisers was observed 
this morning making its way northward in 
the Japan Sea. It is believed that the ves- 
sels ere on their way to attempt to cut off 
the Russian squadron that appeared at 
Gen-san yesterday. 

“It is feared, however, that as the Czar’s 
cruisers are superior in speed to those of 


the Mikado Ser may escape in safety to 
the shelter of Viedivostok. 

“It is also stated that the Japanese have 
succeeded in luri the Russians from the 
protection of the Viadivostok guns and that 
there is another Japanese squadron between 
them and their retreat, but these are mere 
rumors.’ 


RUSSIANS HAVE SUBMARINES. 


Experiments at Port Arthur Attended 
with Brilliant Success. 


PORT ARTHUR, April 26.—The experi- 
ments with submarine boats here have been 
attended with brilliant success. 

All it quiet in the region of the fortress, 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 26.—The en- 
trance into the service of four submarine 
boats at Port Arthur means the addition 
of a new and formidable weapon for the de- 
fense of that stronghold. The dispatch of 
the boats in sections over the railroad hag 
been shrouded in secrecy. 

An effort now to close or blockade Port 
Arthur will be too dangerous for Admiral 
Togo to attempt. The defenders of the 
port will be able to guard ggainst Japa- 
nese submarine vessels entering the harbor 
and attacking the Russian ships at anchor. 

The officials here are not certain that the 
Japanese have submarine boats, as they 
possessed none before the war, but since 
the beginning of hostilities they undoubted- 
ly have laid down a number of them. 

The Russian submarine boats may soon 
have an opportunity to demonstrate the 
value of their type in war, as the Japanese 
fleet is reported at Che-Foo, and the in- 
terval of time during which it is usually 
absent from Port Arthur has about ex- 
pired. 


There have been various reports that 
Russia has sent submarines to the Far 
East, but they have usually been discred- 
ited. The Port Arthur dispatch shows that 
they were well founded. 


GERMANS TO LEND TO RUSSIA?

KING EDWARD’S PEACE MOVE. 


Belief That It Will Help to End the War 
Later On. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, April 26.—While King 
Edward’s move to restore peace between 
Russia and Japan has failed, it is never- 
theless regarded as highly significant in 
diplomati¢ cireles.. It is the first tangible 
evidence of a change in the relations be- 
tween Russia and Great Britain. 

Diplomats believe that, despite the dec- 
laration of Russia that she will never accept 
intervention, the door can be opened for 
representations when the. campaign has 
progressed for some time and Russia has 
had an opportunity to wipe out the sting of 
the disasters at Port Arthur. If future at- 
tempts at mediation be made, it is neces- 
sary, say the diplomats, in order that they 
should have a chance of success, that good 
relations between Russia and Great Britain 
be assiduously cultivated, and they believe 
that no one appreciates this better than 
King Edward. 

It is stated at the Foreign Office that no 
suggestion has come from Great Britain to 
arrange her differences with Russia along 
the lines of the Anglo-French entente, nor 
is any expected, especially at this time, 
when an Anglo-Japanese alliance exists, but 
the officials say that after all a formal 
agreement will only be possible when there 
is a basis for good relations which permits 
of mutual concessions. 

Official circles are agog to-day over the 
move for peace. The attitude of the Em- 
peror is thoroughly approved, a person in 
authority, voicing the opinion of his col- 
leagues, saying that mediation cannot be 
accepted, and that Russia alone will deter- 
mine when it is time to stop fighting. That 
time, he says, will not arrive until every 
Japanese soldier has been ejected from the 
continent. 

Despite the firmness of the intention of 
the Government and people to carry on the 
war until the end they have in view is 
reached, it is recognized that good relations 
with Great Britain mean the confinement of 


the war to Russia and Japan, and may lead 
to pressure on the latter which will shorten 
the conflict.

COLOMBIAN BONDHOLDERS’ FIX. 


Meeting Called in London to Consider 
the Situation.

PARIS, April 26.—An important meet- 
ing of Colombian bondholders, convened 
by the Foreign Bondholders’ Committee, 
is to be held in London to-morrow, ac- 
cording to private information received 
here, 

The recently elected President of Co- 
lombia, Gen. Reyes, at whose instigation 
the unsuccessful legal action was taken 
against the Panama Canal Company, will 
not be present, having left Paris a few 
Gays ago for Bogota, 

The proceedings at to-morrow’s meet- 
ing is of special interest for England, as 
of the £3,000,000 of Colombian bonds the 
major part is held in that country. The 
bonds were issued in London at 86, and 
the debt originally contracted was about 
£6,000,000, which was reduced one-half 
by arrangement with Colombia, 

One of the lawsuits undertaken by Co- 
lombia against the Panama Company 


concerns the retention by the latter of 
50,000 Panama Company shares of the 
value of about 6,000,000f., which Colom- 
bia left on deposit with the company 
when the new contract with the Panama 
Company was signed. Those shares and 
the $10,000,000 paid by the United States 
are claimed by the new Republic of Pan- 
ama. 

British and Continental holders of Co- 
lombian bonds hoped Colombia would 
use the money which it was to receive 
from the United States to pay off part of 
its foreign indebtedness. Panama sepa- 
rated, and as the money is to be paid to 
the new republic the hopes of the bond- 
holders are temporarily shattered. 

It is hoped the United States will 
eventually use its good offices with the 
Republic of Panama to induce it to as- 
sume an equitable share of the bonded 
obligation of the United States of Colom- 
bia. 

The point of view of the holders of 
Colombian bonds is that England, which 
by canceling the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
enabled the United States to carry out 
its canal policy, will likewise do all in 
its power to protect the rights of its 
citizens who are Colombian bondholders, 


SHOTS AT SPANISH PREMIER. 


An Organized Plot to Assassinate Senor 
Maura. 

MADRID, April 26.—Premier Maura, who 
arrived here this morning, was shot at, but 
was not wounded, while on his way here 
from the Balearic Islands. 

The official report of the incident given 
out by the Minister of the Interior says: 

“As the train was running between Ali- 
cante and San Vicente some persons fired 
and others threw stones. The gendarmes 
accompanying the train returned the fire. 


Neither the Premier nor any. of the other 
passengers was hurt. Two arrests wem 
made.”’ 

Later details show that the attempt on 
Sefior Maura's life was an organized plot, in 
which between thirty and forty men armed 
with revolvers were concerned. 

A regular fusillade was exchanged be- 
tween the gendarmes accompanying the 
train and the mis¢reants. Many marks of 
bullets were found in the train afterward. 


This was the second attempt to assas- 
sinate Premier Maura within a fortnight. 
When he was at Barcelona with King Al- 
fonso on April 12 an art student stabbed 
him with a knife, which had been con- 
cealed in a handkerchief, as Sefior Maura 
was leaving the palace of the Council Gen- 
eral. Owing to the thickness of the gold 
lace on his coat the Premier escaped with 
a slight scratch. 

Premier Maura is extremely unpopular 
among the Spanish students and laboring 
classes—among the first because of the 
rigorous treatment of the students at Sala- 
manca last year, when Sefior Maura was 
Minister of the Interior, and among the 
laboring classes because of the strong 
measures adopted in dealing with the strike 
riots at Barcelona, 

The Premier was warned not to visit 
Barcelona, but insisted on going there with 
the King. 


Yale’s Crew in Fast Time Trial.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 26.—For the 
second time within ten days the Yale 
Varsity eight was sent over the four-mile 
course in the harbor yesterday afternoon 
at racing speed, the coaches not being sat- 
isfled apparently with the former trial.

DEMANDS INVESTIGATION. 


“This resolution represents my attitude, 
the attitude of an honest man in the face 
of something which cannot be described 
parllamentarily, toward one whose char- 
acter cannot be described because he has 
illustrated it by his behavior.” Mr: Cock- 


ran then read his resolutions. They were 
as follows: 

“Whereas, The Hon. John Dalzell, a 
member of this House and of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, charged on the 
floor that William Bourke Cockran, a Rep- 
resentative from New York and a member 
of the same committee, has béen paid 
money by a political party to support the 
candidate for the Presidency nominated in 
epee to the party with which the said 
William Bourke Cockran had theretofore 
been affiliated. and 

‘“‘ Whereas, The charge, though attacked 
specifically on the floor by the said Will- 
iam Bourke Cockran. has not been with- 
drawn by the said John Dalzell and 

‘Whereas, Said charge, if true, estab- 
lishes such conduct as should unfit any 
man for membership in this House, and {ff 
false, should be so declared and its author 
censured severely; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That a select committee of 
five members be appointed by the Chair to 
inquire into the truth of said charge, and 
to report the testimony, with their con- 
clusions thereon, to this House at its ses- 
sion beginning the first Monday of Decem- 
ber next; be it further 

‘Resolved, That said committee be and 
is hereby given full power to compel the 
attendance of such witnesses and the ro- 
duction of such papers as the members 
thereof may deem wecessary to the full 
and proper discharge of the duty hereby 
imposed on them.” 

As Cockran read these resolutions a 
throng of Democrats left their seats and 
crowded in front of him. The Republicans 
sat silent, looking very glum. 

“Mr. Speaker,” added Cockran, “ when 
that resolution is adopted something move 
important than my conduct will be made 
clear. We will see just how the election of 
1896 was conducted. [Cheers.} Whether 
it was, as I believe, the honest judgment 
of an intelligent people, or whether it 
represented, as the gentleman from Pcnn- 
sylvania would have us believe, the skill 
in corruption which was manifested by the 
Republican managers. Sir, if I thought 
the attitude of the majority here represent- 
ed the conscience and morals of this people 
I would believe that the days of this Re- 
public were numbered.” 


UPROAR IN THE HOUSE. 


He then asked unanimous consent that 
the resolution be passed. Gen. Grosvenor 
instantly shot up with an objection, In- 
stantly the whole Democratic side burst 
forth in a storm of jeers and hisses. 

Baker of New York, leaping to his feet, 


pointea his finger at Grosvenor and 
shrieked: ‘‘ You people are afraid, that’s 
what’s the matter with you.”

He is not only Speaker; he is a member 
of the House.’ vty 

Being debarred-from. having it considered 
by unanimous consent by Grosvenor’s ob- 
jection, Cockran demanded the resolutions 
consideration as a privileged one. There 
was a hot nema ti mix-up between 
Cockran, illiams of Mississippi, and 
Payne of New York. 

Then Mr. Payne had an inspiration. He 
raised the point of order that the charges 
against Cockran related to a time when he 
was not a member of the House, and there- 
fore he was not entitled to have the resolu- 
tion considered privileged. 

“The Chair,’* said Mr. Cannon, “ declines 
to rule on this point of order until he has 
looked up the authorities.”” The Demo- 
crats laughed and jeered, but the matter 
went over as Mr. Cannon had desired.

SAY IT’S HEINZE’S BROTHER. 


Officials of Central Lighting Co. Deny 
That Montana Man Holds Stock. 


Officers of the Central Lighting Company, 
which controls the American Street Lamp 
and Supply Company, were emphatic in 
their denials last night that F. Augustus 
Heinze, the Montana copper magnate, was 
in any way interested in their companies 
or in the injunction which has been secured 
by the American Company against the city 
to prevent the authorities from awarding 
the 1904 lighting contract to the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company. This injunction case 
was on in the Supreme Court yesterday be- 
fore Justice MacLean, who, at the request 
of the Corporation Counsel's office, granted 
an adjournment to Mey 3. 

William M. Fleitmann, the President of 
the Central Company, when seen last night 
at his home at 38 West Thirty-eighth Street, 
declared that it was all a mistake to con- 
nect the name of F. A stus Heinze with 
the fight against the Consolidated Com- 
pany, or with the comyenie which are 
making the fight. He said that the mistake 
had occurred owing to the fact that one of 
the Directors of the Central Company is 
Arthur P. Heinze, who also is a stock- 
holder in the American Company. His 
holdings in both companies are said by Mr, 
Fleitmann to be small. 

“Mr. Arthur P. Heinze is a brother of 
Mr. F. Augustus Hei " said Mr. Fleit- 
man, “ but Mr. F’, Augustus Heinze has ab- 
solutely no connection with our companies, 
and, as.far as I know, has not the slightest 
interest in the matter. 

President R. Momand of the American 
Company, and Treasurer George H. Strout, 
earlier in the day had admitted that F. 
Augustus Heinze was interested in the 
fight, but later they said they had mis- 
understood the question, and that Arthur 
P. Heinze was the only one of the name 
concerned. 


RHODE. ISLAND CONVENTION.

DUBLIN, April 26.—King Edward, Queen 
Alexandra, and their suites landed at 
Kingstown from the royal yacht Victoria 
and Albert before noon, and soon after- 
ward proceeded to the Punchestown races. 

A splendid reception was accorded to 
thelr Majesties, and large crowds assem- 
bled to greet them. The vessels in the 
harbor were gayly trimmed with bunting, 
while Kingstown was bright with Venetian 
masis and festoons. 

Severa' addresses were presented to the 
King, replying to which his Majesty ex- 
presse@ his delight at finding the same 
spirit of hopefulness in the future as was 
evinced on the occasion of his last visit. 
With the improvement in agriculture and 
industry, the King confidently anticipated 
a growth of better feeling throughout the 
country. 

His Majesty believed that the greatest 


hope tor the future of Ireland lay in educa- 
tion, for the wide diffusion of cultivated 
intelligence was the surest guarantee of 
social peace and the most fruitful source 
of self-reliance.

LONDON, April 26.—Four of the London 
and Northwestern Railway Company’s 
warehouses, in the Minories district of this 
city, were gutted by fire during the night. 
While the financial loss is estimated at 
only £100,000, the conflagration threatened 


at one period to be a very serious one. The 
historic Church of the oly Trinity, fa- 
mous for its connection with the Washing- 
ton family, was in jeopardy, but the fire- 
men from its roof managed to stem the 
approaching flames.

MAY MAKE CONCESSIONS 


Expected That He Will Not Force 
Selection of Haven. 


OUTSIDER MAY BE CHAIRMAN 


Ex-Senator Spent Yesterday with August 
Belmont, William F. Sheehan, and 
State Senator McCarren. 


David B. Hill came down from Albany 
yesterday, and during the course of the 
afternoon he conferred with August Bel- 
mont ana William F. Sheehan at their 
down-town offices, had a curbstone confab 
with James J. Martin, the Tammany leader 
of the Twenty-seventh District, and was 
closeted for over an hour with Senator 
Patrick H. McCarren at the Hoffman 
House He had a second conference last 
night with Mr. Sheehan at Mr. Sheehan's 
residence.

INDIANA REPUBLICANS MEET. 


Cheer Senator Fairbankg’s Praise of 
Roosevelt—Platform to be Adopt- 

INDIANAPOLIS, April 26.—The Indiana 
Republican Convention organized to-day, 
and ‘will complete its work to-morrow after 
having nominated a@ State ticket and adopt- 
ed a platform. 

The platform prepared by the resolu- 
tions committee, which will report to-mor- 
row, will contain a vigorous indorsement 
of President Roosevelt's Administration, 
and the delegates at large, Senators Fair- 
ganks and Beveridge, Gov. Durbin, and 
State Chairman Goodrich, will be instruct- 
ed for him. ‘The Presidential electors at 
jarge agreed upon are George A. Cun- 
ningham of Evansville and Joseph D. Oliver 
of South Bend. 

The platform was completed to-night. It 
pledges a new confidence in the wisdom 
and efficacy of the protective tariff, with 
a change of schedules as conditions de- 
mand, but made consistently with the pol- 
icy of protection. It advocates the gold 
standard, approves the course of President 
Roosevelt with reference to combinations 
of capital in restraint of trade, approves 
the reciprocity treaty with Cuba, the Pana- 
ma transactions, the Philippine policy, in- 
ternational arbitration, and a just pension 
policy. 

Senator Fairbanks made a speech, in the 
course of which ha eulogized Mr. Roose- 
velt and said of the tariff: 

“We do not nold that schedules are 
unchangeable, that new conditions may not 
suggest modification, but we do insist that 
modification shall be made only when the 
necessity of it has been made manifest 
in the interest of our own industrial de- 
velopment.”” As to the postal scandals, 
Senator Fairbanks said: 

““The remorseless searchlight has been 
turned into all corners of the public service, 
and the most vigilant corps of Inspectors 
the country affords has been put to work 
to hunt out wrong and to bring to punish- 
ment evildoers. There is but one policy in 


this respect on the part of the President, 
and that is that the public service shall be 
purged and kept clean of all those who in 
any degree contaminate it.’ 

The speaker's praise of Roosevelt was 
loudly cheered. 

Senator Beveridge, who followed Sena- 
tor Fairbanks, said of the tariff: " 

‘We will adjust schedules to conditions 
as they change, maintaining always the 
principle of protection. Business is ad- 
justed to it. Business never failed to flour- 
ish under it. Business never failed to de- 
cline without it. A policy which makes 
good business it is bad business to abandon, 
Yet the opposition would destroy it.” 

He proceeded: 

‘Resisting and then half yielding, ob- 
structing yet finally dividing, denouncing 
yet forced to applaud, the opposition is di- 
vided even in its objections. In affirmative 
policies it is confused and stormy. These 
are not partisan words, for even ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland declares that the best that 
can now be said of the opposition is that 
it shows symptoms of returning sanity, and 
Mr. Bryan answers the opposition’s cry of 

‘get together’ with the question: ‘ What 
shall we get together for?’ 

“Is this Babel of dissensions a fit coun- 
cil to rule the country? Is business willing 
to hazard the Government to such incoher- 
ent control? Could the wisest, strongest 
man, made President by such an assemblage 
of antagonisms, bring out of that chaos 
of contradictions either unity or wisdom?”

Believe the Deed Was Prompted by Re- 
ports That Jewels Were Buried 
with “Widow Mary.”

HUDSON, N. Y., April 26.—After an en- 
tire day spent at Bell Place investigat- 
ing the depredations of the vandals who 
disturbed the old Gen. Livingston tomb, 
Chief of Police Lane of this city and 
Deputy Sheriff Drumm of Columbia County 
declare to-night that robbery of jewels 
believed to have been buried with ‘‘ Widow 
Mary” Livingston was the real motive 
for the crime. As yet no argsts have 
been made, but the officers say they be- 
lieve they can solve the mystery and 
punish the criminals. 

Chief Lane and Deputy Sheriff Drumm, 
accompanied by the two officers who ar- 
rested the Van Wormer boys at Kinder- 
hook two years ago, left early to- -day for 
Bell Place, which has been erroneously de- 
scribed as the Livingston Manor.

LAWYER’S CONVICTION STANDS. 


Mills Loses Appeal Against Jerome’s 
Method of Getting Evidence. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 26.—The Court 
of Appeals to-day sustained District At- 
torney Jerome in the method used to se- 
cure evidence in the prosecution of Law- 
yer George E. Mills and Dr. Richard C. 
Flower. The court’s decision denies the 
appeal of Mills from a judgment of con- 
viction of grand larceny in the second de- 
gree, and of an attempt to unlawfully re- 
move from the custody of the courts cer- 
tain indictments. 

The indictments had to do with the 
prosecution of Dr. Flower, who was ac- 
cused in connection with the apparently 
suspicious death of millionaire Hagaman 
in New York City. When Dr. Flower got 
into trouble with the District Attorney's 
office, Mills at his request endeavored to 
have President Meloy of one of the Flower 
mining companies arrange a meeting be- 
tween Assistant District Attorney Garvan 
and Mills. Meloy reported to Mills that 
Garvan would not meet him, but that 
“‘Garvan’s wardman Brindley,” (as he is 
named in the opinion,) would do so. 

They met several times, with the result 
that District Attorney Jerome made it 
possible for Brindley to show the Flower 
indictments to Mills. After Mills got the 
indictments into his possession, he handed 
Brindley $1,500 for Garvan and $250 for

“Widow Mary,’’ who died in 1855. When 
the officers got to the vault they found it 
surrounded by a curious crowd. On one 
“side of the vault was the big hole that had 
been made in the masonry, and, looking in, 
the officers saw some bones scattered 
about. Only one coffin was visible, this 
giving rise to the report that one or two of 
the bodies had been removed. 

The officers expressed the belief that no 
body had been removed, but that two of the 


coffins which were known to. have been of 
wood, had crumbled. The third coffin, a 
metallic one, is the one that remains in the 
tomb. 

The bodies of Gen. Livingston and Mrs. 
Henderson were buried in wooden coffins, 
while that of Mrs. Livingston was in the 
metallic coffin which was broken open. 

The officers recalled the reports that 
have been current about Columbia and the 
river counties for nearly half a century, 
to the effect that jewels of rare value were 
buried with ‘“ W idow Mary ”’ as part of her 
wish, and they came to the conclusion that 
either professional robbers, or else some 
depredators of the vicinity who had their 
cupidity excited by these stories were re- 
sponsible for the desecration of the tomb, 
which was built in 1803 under the direction 
of Gen. Livingston himself. 

Careful questioning developed the fact 
that the hole in the side of the vault was 
known to some persons in the vicinity of 
Be!l Place as long as two weeks ago, al-

DR. DRAPER ORGANIZES 
EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM 


Board of Regents Confirms Com- 
missioner’s Appointments. 


WHITELAW REID CHANCELLOR 


H. J. Rogers, E. J. Goodwin, and A. S. 
Downing the Assistant Commission- 


ers—Inspectors to Lose Jobs. 


April 26.—The new Board of 
Regents of the University to-day elected 
Whitelaw Reid Chancellor and St. Clair 
McKelway Vice Chancellor of the Universi- 
ty. The board confirmed appointments by 
Commissioner of Education Draper as fol- 
lows: 

First Assistant 
of technical and 
Howard J. Rogers; 
missioner, in charge of academies and high 
schools, Edward J. Goodwin; Third Assist- 
ant Commissioner, in charge of primary 
education, Augustus S. Downing; Director 
of Libraries, Melvil Dewey, (each of these 
four at a salary of $5,000,) and Director of 
Science Work, John M. Clarke, at a salary 
of $3,600. The appointments of the follow- 
ing heads of administrative departments 
were also confirmed: 

Accounts, William Mason, $2,500; attend- 
ance, James D. Sullivan, $3,000; examina- 
tions, Charles F. Wheelock, $4,000; inspec- 
tions, Frank H. Wood, $3,500; law, Ed- 
ward N. Holbrook, $3,500; records, $2,500; 
statistics, Hiram C. Case, $2,400. 

All of the appointees, save the three as- 
sistant Commissioners and Mr. Fitch, are 
at present in substantially similar posi- 
tions in the educational system. Mr. Fitch, 
formerly a Regent, has been lecturer be- 
fore Teachers’ Institutes. 

After the meeting-Commissioner Draper 
said the action of the Regents had been 
unanimous and without the slightest fric- 
tion. He said further: 

“All the Directors and chiefs of divisions 
are from the present employes of the two 
departments, and with a single further ex- 
ception it is expected that the entire force 
will be made up from these. In the man- 
agement of the important division of ex- 
aminations, Mr. Finnegan of the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, who has grown 
up with the teachers’ examination system, 
will be associated with Mr. Wheelock of the 
Regents’ office. 

Rs “Of the more than twenty Supervisors 

--@na Inspectors in the two former depart- 

-ments, it is not deemed necessary to retain 
wmere than twelve. It seems to me that at 

dest one of these might well be a woman. 
Ga the process of combining the two de- 

ments a considerable humber of other 
officers, clerks, and employes will not be 
meeded. I regret any loss which may come 
jto them, but the law must have its logical 
result. 

“It is my intention to appoint Harlan H. 
Horner, who has been my secretary at the 
University of Illinois, as Secretary to the 
Commissioner.”’ , 

Commissioner Draper thought $30,000 per 
year would be saved by continuing the two 
departments under one head. 

AR present employes not reappointed by 
pJuly 1 will get leave of absence, with pay, 
until Aug. 1, when their connection with 
the department will cease. Commissioner 
Draper said with reference to the new As- 
sistant Commissioners: ; é 

“We are fortunate in securing Assistant 
Commissioners. No one of them was a 
candidate. Mr. Rogers is a graduate of 
Williams College, taught for eight years in 
the Albany Academy, held a responsible 
position in the Regents’ office, then_be- 

'eame Deputy State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Imstruction, had charge of the New 
York Educational Exhibit at the Chicago 
Expesition, organized and managed the 
American Educational Exhibit at the Paris 
Hixposition, and is now Chief of the De- 
| aber of Education at the St. Louis 
position. 

** Mr. Goodwin {fs a native of Maine and a 
graduate of Bates College. He was Princi-

ass., for ten years, till he was invited to 

nize one of the new and great high 
schools in New York City, of which he has

“Mr. Downing is a graduate of Pennsyl- 
vania College and is the Principal of the 
Normal Training School for Teachers in 
New York City, which he organized.

Thatcher’s Statement at Smoot Hearing 
—Committee May Go to Utah. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.— When the 
Smoot investigation before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections was 
opened to-day, Moses Thatcher was again 
called to the stand, and Lawyer Van Cott 
interrogated Mr. Thatcher in regard to his 
views on Church interference in politics. 

The witness said he had no fault to find 
with the political rule, but in answer to a 
question of Senator Dubois as to the result 
of a Mormon official running for a political 
affice in to the wishes of the 
Church authorities, he said: 

“It might result as in my case, but a 
free American citizen has the right to re- 
tire from his Church office, and I believe 
every man who loves his country would 
resign such office under these circum- 
stances.”’ 

He admitted that his views had been mod- 
ified in regard to the Church interference, 
but insisted that he knew of no instances 
where Church consent had been given or 
refused to a Mormon candidate for polit- 
ical office. , 

Mr. Thatcher stated that at the time he 
was removed from the apostolate he was in 


line for the Presidency of the Church, add- 
ing: ‘‘ I suppose I am the only man of my 
age in the Mormon Church who has no 
priesthood.” He said he was denied en- 
trance to the temple by the doorkeeper on 
the order of the First Presidency, and had 
never made application since, and he added: 

“And I am glad to say that 1 am a free 
American citizen.”’ 

**Since you were deposed as an apostle?” 
Chairman Burrows asked. 

* Yes, Sir,’ was the reply. 

Chairman Burrows was authorized to re- 
port a resolution to the Senate requesting 
permission that the committee be allowed 
to take testimony during the recess of 
Congress.

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MR. QUARLES HAS HARD FIGHT. 


Wisconsin Senator Going Home to 
Struggle with Gov. La Follette. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Senator Quarles 
to-day bade the President good-bye pre- 
paratory to an immediate return to Wis- 
consin to “ fix his fences,” as he expressed 
it. Next January the Wisconsin Legis- 
lature will choose a successor to Senator 
Quarles, whose term expires in March, 
1905, It is believed here that Gov. La Fol- 
lette is a candidate for the Senate, and that 
he has already made extensive inroads into 
the strength of the conservative element 
of the Republican Party which sent Mr. 
Quarles to the Senate. 

According to the latest information re- 
ceived by Wisconsin politicians in Wash- 
ington, Gov. La Follette had 135 delegates 
to the State Convention to 270 chosen by 
the opposition. It is conceded that the 
Governor has the better organization, and 
is likely to win out against the conservative 
element. 

Senator Quarles is opposed to the ideas 
which La Follette desires to engraft on the 
Wisconsin system of laws, the two most 
important of these being the equal taxation 
of railroad property and the establishment 
of primary elections, 

In the background of the struggle be- 
tween La Follette and Quarles stands Sena- 
tor Spooner, who has over and over again 


been sent to the Senate, the last two times 
by the unanimous support of his party and 
without opposition. His friends do not re- 
gard him as drawn into the present con- 
test, and he is maintaining a conservative 
attitude, 


STOW COUNTRY SEAT LEASED. 


Mortimer L. Schiff Will Occupy Hand- 
some Westbury Residence. 


Mortimer L. Schiff of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
has taken a lease of W. L. Stow’s country 
place near Westbury, L. L., and will occu- 
py it during the Summer. Mr. Schiff's 
lease, which was arranged through Brokers 
Smith & Stewart, will expire Dec. 1, but 
carries with it an option of purchase. 

The Stow place, which only recently has 
reached a stage of completion, represents 
an outlay of over $600,000, and is one of 
the handsomest country seats in the fash- 
ionable Westbury colony. It is situated on 
the hill about midway between Westbury 
and Roslyn, near the Mackay, Whitney, 
and Stanley Mortimer estates. Besides 
the mansion, it includes one hundred acres 
of land, laid out under the direction of 
Lowell & Sargent, landscape architects. 

In front of the house there is a large 
terrace, surrounded by marble balustrades, 
which inclose an Italian garden. Through- 
out the lower part of the house the floors 
are all of polished teakwood. The interior 
decoration has been carried out on a mag- 
nificent scale, many of the tapestries and 
mural paintings having been brought from 
foreign palaces. 


TOY PISTOL BRIGADE. 


Young Milk Pirates Scare Pursuing 
Detectives. 


New York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad employes have been much an- 
noyed for some time by a number of small 
boys who have been in the habit of board- 
ing the milk train that comes in every even- 
ing between Fifty-ninth and Forty-second 
Streets. The boys steal the milk and throw 
the switches. Yesterday afternoon Capt. 
Hayes of the West Forty-seventh Street 
Station detailed all his plain clothes men, 
ten in number, to try to catch them. 

According to agreement, the train sud- 
denly stopped at Forty-seventh Street and 
the policemen jumped on. They found five 
boys in one of the cars, wholost no time in 
trying to make good their escape. They 
ran across lots, over piles of ties and rails 
that lay along the tracks, and by such de- 
vious and obstructed paths that the detect- 
ives had great difficulty in following them. 
The boys were armed with toy pistols and 
blank cartridges, which they repeatedly 
fired at their pursuers.

SOUTHERN CONFERENCE 


Birmingham’s Warm Welcome for 
North and South. 


PRESIDENT. OGDEN’S ADDRESS 


Wide Scope of the Work That the 
Southern Board is Doing — Recep 
tion of Mr. Ogden’s Party. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 26.—Members 
of the Conference for Education in the 
South poured into this city to-day in large 
numbers. The Robert C. Ogden party ar- 
rived early this afternoon. The hospitable 
people of the city took to their homes many 
of Mr. Ogden’s guests. The others were 
quartered at the Hotel*Hillman. 

T. C. Bush welcomed the educators from 
the various Southern and Northern States 
at the formal opening of the conference 
held in the Jefferson Theatre. Robert C. 
Ogden, President of the Southern Educa- 
tion Board, got a royal welcome. In his an- 
nual address he said: 

“Organized altruism must incarnate an 
ideal, Without spiritual life a fraternity 
becomes decadent. The Southern Educa- 
tional Board, the eldest child. of the con- 
ference, appeals by many methods to the 
people and educational authorities of the 
various States for an improvement of all 
conditions of public instruction—an _ or- 
ganized propaganda inspired by a zeal for 
the uplifting of the whole people, physical- 
ly, mentally, spiritually, through the bene- 
ficent power of education. 

“ Associated with the Southern Board 
through a community of membership is the 
General Education Board, only a few 
months younger. From the office of this 
board a costant investigation of local and 
State conditions, of institutions of every 
class, is going forward. 

“While the conference is exceedingly 
simple, its membership voluntary and un- 
conditional, its policy broad and liberal, it 
should, because of its powerful influence, be 
considered very seriously. 

“The question is frequently asked, Why 


should there be a conference for education 
in the South? It is assumed that the ab- 
sence of sectional educational organizations 
in the East, North, or West implies that 
this one in the South is superfluous. It is 
an open question. 

“ Throughout the South, under the wise 
guidance of the Southern Education Board, 
and mainly through the heroic efforts of 
Southern men and women themselves, a 
movement is going on which has all the 
enthusiasm, the diversified agencies, the 
massing of forces, the raising and expendi- 
ture of money, the distribution of litera- 
ture, the organization of conferences, the 
utilization of the press, which mark a 
great political campaign.” 


MR. CLEVELAND TO LECTURE. 


Ex-President Will Address Princeton 
Students on Chicago Riots of 1894. 


PRINCETON, N. J., April 25.—Ex-Pres!- 
dent Grover Cleveland announced to-day 
that he would deliver a ‘* Henry Stafford 
Little lecture ’’ on public affairs on May 2 
his subject being ‘‘ Circumstances of the 
Chicago riots of 1£™.”’

MRS. MORSE HAS NO HUSBAND. 


Court Refuses to Annul the Annulment 
of Her Marriage. 


Justice Davis, in Special Term, Part L, 
of the Supreme Court, yesterday denied 
the application of Charles W. Morse to 
vacate the decree entered by Justice Clarke 
last December annulling his marriage to 
Mrs, Clemence Cowles Dodge-Morse. Jus- 
tice Clarke’s order was made upon a for- 
mer decree granted by him setting aside 
the decree of divorce granted to Mrs. 
Dodge-Morse in 1898 from Charles F. 
Dodge, who was her husband then. Jus- 
tice Clarke issued his decree on the ground 
that Dodge had never been served with 
the summons and complaint in the action 
and had never appeared by counsel to de- 
fend the suit. In refusing Mr. Morse’s 
petition, which it had been thought would 
reinstate Mrs. Dodge-Morse as Mr. Morse’s 
wife Justice Davis said: 

“IT am not satisfied that the plaintiff 

(Mrs. Dodge-Morse) is fully represented in 
this motion, and, according to the papers 
submitted, she is out of the country, and 
the learned counsel upon whom the papers 
were served disclaims any special author- 
ity to consent to the vacating of the inter- 
locutcry judgment of divorce. Nor is there 
any proof that she has knowledge of the 
application, Under the circumstances, I 
must deny this application.”’ 
« As 6& result of Justice Davis’s decision, 
the interlocutory judgment annulling Mrs. 
Dodge-Morse marriage to Mr. Morse is 
still in force, and the woman in the case 
is the wife of neither of the men to whom 
she was married. 

Mrs. Dodge-Morse prior to her marriage 
to Mr. Morse was the divorced wife of 
Charles F, Dodge of Atlanta, Ga., who is 
at present under indictment in New York 
for perjury in connection with the case. 
After her marriage to Mr. Morse Mr. Dodge 
succeeded in having the divorce ‘against 


himself set aside, and it was then that ap- 
plication was made to have the decree set- 
ting aside the divorce vacated. Justice 
Truax appointed William G. Davies as 
referee in the matter, and on Mr. Davies’s 
report that he had found that Dodge had 
appeared by counsel, instructed by him to 
defend the case, vacated the decree. 

Guggenheimer, Untermyer & Marshall 
then made an application to vacate the de- 
eree declaring the marriage of Mr. Morse 
and Mrs. Dodge-Morse null and void. This 
Justice Davis has declined to do. 


MAN HURT IN BRIDGE CRUSH. 


Brooklyn Printer Jumped for 
Piatform and Missed It. 


During a rush of three hundred persons 
for a car that would hold but a third of 
that number, on. the Brooklyn Bridge trol- 
ley loops last evening, William H. Irwin, 
forty-three years old, a printer, of 832 
Flushing Avenue, Brooklyn was knocked 
down by a Flushing Avenue car on Loop 8 
and narrowly escaped death. He was taken 
to the Huason Street Hospital with severe 
contusions of the back and several scalp 
wounds. .

DEWEY’S VIEWS OPPOSED. DR. EARLE’S NEW POSITION. 


Admiral Favors General Board Plan, but | 
Other Officers Don’t Like It. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—Admiral Dewey 
placed himself on record in favor of the 
general board plan of Secretary Moody be- 
fore the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs to-day. The present Naval Board, |! 
the Admiral said, was too large. Its ses- 
sions were like ‘‘ town meetings.” 

The proposed board, he said, would have 
jurisdiction of measures and plans for fleet 


formation in time of war and peace. The 
recommendations of the board were to be 
purely in the nature of expert advice for 
the guidance of the Secretary. He did not 
favor giving the board executive authority. 
Admiral Dewey was outspoken in his dis- 
approval of the Army General Staff as a ; 
model, and said he would not favor a dupli- |

cate of that organization for the navy. He 
was opposed to any legislation which would 
take power away from the Secretary. He 
would not have retired officers assigned to 
membership on the board; the assignment 
should be made from officers ‘‘ fresh from | 
the sea.”’ 

The committee heard Rear Admiral Ray, 
chief engineer; Rear Admiral Endicott, 
chief of yards and docks; Surgeon Gen- } 
Rixey, Paymaster Gen. Harris, Chief Con- 
structor Gapps, Rear Admiral Converse, 
chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, and Rear 
Admiral Manney, all of whom opposed the 
bill on the ground that it was unneces- { 
sary legislation, and that a board created ; 
in such manner would be the first step 
toward the assumption of the powers of 
the Secretary. 


Naval Militia Bill Approved. 
WASHINGTON, April 26.—The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs to-day author- 
ized a favorable report on the Meyer bill 
to establish a naval militia and define its 


relations to the General Government. The 
bill extends to the naval militia all the 
privileges extended to the regular militia 
by the Dick militia law. 


Assistant Curator of Botanical Garden 
Resigns to Take Place in Cuba. 


Dr. F. 8S. Earle, Assistant Curator of the 
New York Botanical Garden for the past 
two years, resigned his position in the gar- 
den last week to accept the office of Di- 
rector of the new agricultural station in 
Cuba. He was requested by the Cuban 
Government to aid in the establishment of 
the station and‘was granted a leave of 
absence from the garden for the purpose 
on April 1.. He returned to New York on 
Monday last with the new station well 
established. Active work will begin there 
at once. 

On his arrival in Cuba he had an imme- 
diate conference with Cuban Government 
officials, and $75,000 was appropriated for 
the establishment and maintenance of the 
station for one year. A farm and buildings 
at Santiago de las Vegas, about twelve 
miles from Havana, was selected as a most 
suitable site. The main building is an old 
Spanish structure, abundantly spacious and 
built in the usual quadrangular style about 
an open court. Altogether the building af- 
fords upward of 4,000 square feet of floor 
— to be utilized as laboratories, offices, 
«ce. 


Highway Robber Gets Six Years. 

William Morgan, twenty-six years old, of 
804 East Eighth Street, was sentenced to 
State prison for six years by Judge Cowing 
yesterday in General Sessions for the robbery 
that he committed with three other men on 
Warren S. Smith, a messenger boy em- 
ployed by Sargent & Co. On April 4 of last 
year Morgan and his accomplices dragged 
Smith into a vacant store at 60 Centre 
Street in broad daylight and robbed him of 
$1,380, which he was taking to his em- 
ployers from a bank.

his Philadelphia engagement.

Tomcod and Southampton Were 
the Successful Outsiders.

BOTH HORSES WELL BACKED 


Niblick in the Stakes and Shrine in a 
Selling Sprint Were Winning 
Jamaica Favorites. 


Conditions widely different from those 
of the opening day confronted the race- 
going crowd at the Jamaica track yester- 
day, the attendance falling off to about 
one-half of what it was on Monday, and 
the races being run on a wet and heavy 
course, while a chilling breeze from’ the 
ocean searched through every nook and 
corner of grand and field stands. Visitors 
had never a glimpse of the sun, and at the 
close of an afternoon of chilling sport the 
“regulars” found their only consolation 
in the fact that results showed a slight im- 
provement over the opening day in that 
only four post favorites were beaten instead 
of five, as happened on the first day. 

From statements made by the men of the 
ring ‘“‘good” things won all the races, 
as all the winners were well backed, but 
those winners who stood out prominently 
above the others were “Father Bill” 

Daly’s Tomcod, who managed to get home 

first with odds of 50 to 1 against him, and 

Southampton, owned by the negro cook and 

manager of race track stable kitchens, 

R. L. Johnston, who after being backed 

from 50 to 1 down to post odds of 12 to 1, 

won the closing event by a comfortable 

margin after a sharp fight through the 
stretch. Just who were the backers of 

Tomcod aside from the stable attachés and 

a few horsemen did not appear, though the 

colt was backed so consistently as to cause 

the layers to cut the edds from 100 down to 

50. The backing that Southampton re- 

ceived was more in evidence, for the whoops 

of delight when the horse won came from 
about every negro stable hand and hanger 
on about the race course. “‘ Bob” Johns- 
ton, the owner, was credited with winning 

a@ small fortune on the race, and Howard 

Williams, the negro trainer, who saddled 

Southampton, was credited with having 

profited equally well. 

Tomcod in his race never gave his back- 
ers any great cause for anxiety, for he 
broke first and went straight on in the 
lead, carrying a pace that had Sais, the 
favorite, in trouble to keep step with him 
after the first half mile. The heavy going 
suited Tomcod, and from the last turn he 
had the race practically won, though little 
O’Conner, who rode him, had to put forth 
his best efforts to keep him going. South- 
ampton won in entirely different style, ‘or 
he was one of a big field of maiden three- 
year-elds, and after getting away back in 
the crowd had to run much the best horse 
to win. McCue, who rede him, patiently 
wore down the faster breakers who were 
in front of him, and closing with a rush 
on the stretch, got up in time to snatch the 
race from another outsider, St. Breeze, 
while the favorite, Billy Roche, who looked 
like a winner at the head of the stretch, but 
was outrun at the finish, was a moderate 
third. 

In the opening race Princelet, brother to 
Jean Beraud, now owned by T. E. Man- 


nix, and Belle of Belle Meade, fought it 
out after Rapport had made the running into 
the straight, Princelet lasting just long 
enough to win by a head from the filly, 
who was overhauling him fast. Chrysitis, 
the odds-on favorite, was outrun from the 
start in the second race, which went to 
Sufferance, from R, T. Wilson, Jr.’s, stable, 
after a smart finish with Gotowin, who 
made a great part of the running. 

In the stake feature of the card the 
Elmhurst, selling, for two-year-olds, and 
the first five furlongs race of the New York 
season for two-year-olds, Niblick, at odds 
on, was well up all the way, and drew 
away at the end, winning easily from Only 
One, a 80 to 1 chance, who finished a good 
second.

MAYOR WILL REVIEW AUTOS. 


Parade Outlined for Central Park and 
Riverside Drive. 


All the details for the automobile parade 
on Saturday were practically completed 
Monday at a meeting of the Runs and 
Tours Committee of the Automobile Club 
of America, held at the office of the Chair- 
man, Emerson Brooks, 1,534 Broadway.

HORSE. FAIR IN GARDEN| 


One Pony Shot, Due to Injuries in | 


Hurdle Race. 
POLO POPULAR WITH CROWD 


Superb Exhibit of Draught Horses — 
Dealers’ Classes Only Shown in 


the Ring. 


Running races and polo games vied with 
the more orthodox showing of horses in 
their different classes for popularity last | 
night-at the horse fair in Madison Square 
Garden. A horse fair is something of a 
novelty in this city, but while the gallery 
Was disposed to treat it gingerly in the 
afternoon, there was more warmth in the 
evening,.and the boxes almost without ex- 
ception were filled with prominent horse 
fanciers and attractively gowned women. 
There is no wooden promenade around the 
tanbark as.in the big Horse Show, the en- 
tire floor being taken up with the exhibition 
ring. This gives a wide area, and some of 
the show classes that presented over twen- 
ty-five horses at once could be seen to ex- 
cellent advantage. : 

The show, in brief, attempts to transpose 
the horsey features of a regular county 
fair to Madison Square Garden, and in this 
respect it was quite successful. The classes 
are confined entirely to déalers’ exhibits, 
no awards being given, but the public is 
invited to step into the ring and examine 
the animals. Dealers, prospective buyers, 
and horse fanciers may all meet in the ring 
and discuss the merits of certain classes of 
horses, whether with the purpose of making 
sales or purchases. 

In order to lend spice to the affair, sev- 
eral sporting events were added, and these 
aroused great enthusiasm last night. One } 
unfortunate accident marred the perfect 
success of the first day’s show. In the 
hurdle race, late in the afternoon, the 
brown gelding pony, Kingbolt, owned by,J. 
B. Kitchen of Virginia, stumbled upon one 
of the tall sticks that serve to mark the 
track boundaries, breaking the stick, and 
one of the sharp ends was run for several 
inches into the horse’s fore leg.“ The ani- 
mal fell, throwing its rider, Albert Davis, 
but he jumped up uninjured. The pony 
did not escape so easily, for its fetlock 
was broken and the horse had to be shot. 

In the €vening, during the half-mile | 
running races, the jockeys were toppled 
off their mounts so rapidly that the spec- ' 
tators began to wonder whether any riders 
would be left to finish the race. C. J. Fitz- 
gerald, the race track starter, sent the 
horses away, and despite the fact that 
from six to eight animals got off in each 
heat, they started well together. Picket, 
ridden by C. E. Swan, took the first heat 
handily. In the second heat, the jockeys 
began falling after the first lap, and before 
the sport was over three had been hurled 
to the tanbark. The brown mare Miss Oak- 
ley, however, caused the greatest sensa- 
tion. After throwing her rider, the mare 
declined to leave the track, and raced 
around, lap after lap, as evenly and as 


swiftly as though guided by a master hand, 
“and:for the greater part of the remainder 
of -the race the riderless horse led the field. 
The crowd shouted its approval, and these 
plaudits really seemed to spur the animal 
to renewed efforts, for whenever the other’ 
horses came dangerously near the mare 
eo in genuine race track fashion. At 
the last lap, however, Lightning, ridden by 
Thomas Pursehouse, got the lead, but in 
the stretch Lightfoot, ridden by James/{ 
Hever, the only other horse left with a 
iekey. came up with a dash and a dead 
at was the result. 

The mile png race under saddle was 
won handily by Rockley Boy, ridden by 
George Watson, in 3:09. The bendin race | 
for, polo ponies was won by Thomas Purse- 
house's Lightning. | 

The Durland and Metropolitan polo teams 
competed in a short period of indoor polo, 
but the sport took the fancy of the crowd, 
and* was one of the features of the even- 
ing. The Metropolitan men won by 3 goals 
to 1. The winning team was composed of 
Albert Davis, Don Coleman, and C. W. 
Dickel, Jr., while the Durland team was 
made up, of Marshall Clapp, William Mont- 
gomery, and J. C. Wilmerding. | 
-From the dealers’ standpoint the class 
of draught horses was one of the notable 
events of the day. Twenty-five magnifi- 
cent, powerful-looking horses entered the 
ring. -It was said by critics to be the finest 
show. of these heavy-weight horses ever 
seen in this city. Among them was the 
second largest draught horse in America. 
It. weighed 2.500. The largest weighs 2.700 

panes, and is in St. Louis for the World’s 

‘air. 

The harness classes were well filled. 
Only two four-in-hands appeared in the 
ring: in the evening. The one, Niven, by $ 
Albert de Cernea, narrowly escaped a bad 
accident. In wheeling into the centre of 
the ring one of the leaders turned around, 
and colliding with the rear horses was 
thrown and trampled upon. For a few 
seconds it looked serious, but de Cernea 
kept the wheel horses well in hand and 
the hostlers quickly unharnessed the lead- 
ers and restored a semblance of order.

THE TALK ABOUT HILL. 

A Tammany Alderman returning from 
travels in the West reports that Judge 
PARKER “ will not get a solid delegation 
from Indiana.” It appears that the 
Judge has “ lost ground there on account 
of the action of the Democratic State 
Convention of this State.” It is “the 
conduct of Davip B. Hit.” that offends 
the Tammany Democrats. It pains their 
sensitive souls to see him ride rough-shod 
over Tammany, and they will enter their 
protest by sending a few Hearst dele- 
gates to St. Louis. 

This has the true ring of a note of 
alarm. .If the Tammany Alderman had 
stopped there the friends of Judge Par- 
KER would have shivered. But foolishly 
deserting the firm ground of generalities 
for the thin ice of specification, this Al- 
derman breaks through and goes in over 
his head by declaring that THomas T. 
TaccGarT of Indianapolis, who “was a 
strong Parker man before our State Con- 
vention was held,” has since then “ be- 
come lukewarm.” It is not necessary to 
apply to Tammany Aldermen for infor- 
mation as to the views of Mr. TAGGART, 
the unfortunate mention of whose name 
effectually destroys the credibility of this 
homecoming Tammany man’s testimony 
as to’ Indiana. 

But this yarn about the effect of Mr. 
Hitu’s activities upon the Democrats of 
the West is quite as reasonable as most 
of the talk upon that subject which 
comes from more responsible sources. 
There could be nothing sillier than ex- 
pressions of distrust of Judge PARKER 
on the ground that if elected President 
he would be under the domination of ex- 
Senator H1LL. If Judge PARKER as Pres- 
ident would be under anybody’s domina- 
tion he would manifestly be unfit for the 
office. The objection to his candidacy, 
therefore, should be upon the ground 
that he is not a man of sufficient firm- 
ress of character and independence to be 
worthy of the office of President. If 
any Democrat holds that view of Judge 
PARKER he ought resolutely to oppose 
him. There is no need to drag in.Mr, 
Hitz at all. Democrats who have taken 
pains to find out what sort of man 
Judge PARKER is are not worrying in the 
least about Mr. Hi.u’s influence over him 
or anybody’s influence over him. His 
long seryice upon the bench has given 
ample opportunity to take his measure 
and to judge of his strength and quality. 

Davip B. Hitut does not suffer very 
acutely, we imagine, because of any un- 
fairness of political opponents. It is not 
for his ease and comfort of mind, there- 
fore, but in simple justice that we again 
point out his very great service to the 
Democratic Party in this year 1904. 
While other leaders were ruminating or 

conferring, he set up a flagpole and 
raised a banner with a name on it. He 
saw the dominant importance of New 
York not only in the actual campaign 
but in the preliminary canvass for a can- 
didate. He determined in his own mind 
that New York ought to present the name. 
of Judge Parker, that he had strength 
and availability above any other Néw 
York Democrat upon whom attention 
could be concentrated. Does anybody 
dispute the soundness of his judgment 
as to that? His judgment has been vindj- 
cated and his acts justified by the course 
ot events. The Democracy of New York 
has sanctioned his procedures. Nor is 
that all. By his early beginning of the 
work of organization and by his pres- 
entation of the name of a candidate, the 
party not only in New York but through- 
out the Union has been kept together, 
encouraged, and confirmed in its reso- 
lutions of safety and sanity. The prog- 
ress of the Bryan-Hearst conspiracy 
against a return to wisdom has been 
checked. Nothing else would so effect- 
ually have put a stop to that dreadful 
march back into the realms of death, 

All this is not very important save as 
a warning that most of the current oppo- 
sition to Judge PARKER is really only an 
outcropping of old animosities against 
Hiitut. Nevertheless the friends of Judge 
PARKER must expect that his candidacy 
would be opposed. He has got on fa- 
mously so far. An optimist might easily 
figure out his nomination on the first 
ballot. But account must be taken of 
rival ambitions. We shall hear some- 
thing about them during the next four 
weeks. There will be uninstructed dele- 

gations from many States. Rumors of 
their commitment to other candidates 
than Judge PARKER will spring up, and 
the chieftains of Tammany will see to it 
that they do not lack circulation. Mr. 
Hit1’s enemies will freely and loudly en- 
courage and applaud anybody who op- 
poses Mr. Hixw’s candidate, It is a cold 
season, but the roorback is a hardy or- 


ganism.- The supporters of Judge Par- ! subject only to such constraint as the 


EPR have work to do. Their task at Al- 
bany was very thoroughly performed. 
They must now meet the opponents of 
their candidate upon their own ground— 
here or wherever they reveal themselves. 
The habit of frequent conference between 
the Democratic leaders of New York and 
the Democratic leaders of the South and 
West is a good one to cultivate. It helps 
good understanding. It will tend to har- 
mony at St. Louis. It will increase the 
probability of victory in November.

THEOCRACY VS. DEMOCRACY. 

We have had quite enough about the 
revolting effects of Mcrmonism upon the 
tastes and habits of the Mormons, in the 
testimony of the witness CANNON, who 
deposed that he married two sisters on 
the same day, and in the testimony of 
other witnesses, We Have also had ample 
evidence of the extent to which the Mer- 
tnon Church interests itself in politics, 
insomuch that the State of Utah is only 
another name for it. But there was an 
obvious question unanswered until the 
witness THATCHER answered it yesterday. 
That question is, What is the status in 
the Mormon Church of one of its mem- 
bers who dares to think and act for him- 
self in public affairs and does not find it 
necessary to ask the authorities of the 
Church for instruction as to his political 
duties? 

Mr. THATCHER answers this question as 
frankiy and fully as most of the wit- 
nesses appear to have answered other 
searching questions. He himself took a 
stand “as a free American citizen” 
which was not approved by the authori- 
ties of the Church, though evidently it 
had nothing at all to do with the duties 
which a faithful church member owes to 
his church. The result has been that he 
Las been systematically passed over in 
ecclesiastical preferment, and has been 
subjected toNwhat it is not too strong to 
describe as ecclesiastical persecution. 
The lash of the Church is held over Mor- 
mons to coerce them in matters in which 
they owe allegiance not at all to their 
Church, but only to their country. This 
showing has been made by other wit- 
nesses, but by none so directly as by 
Mr, THaTcHPR. Such testimony should 
not be without its effect upon the Senate 
Committee and upon the Senate, It is 
very certain that it will not be without 


its effect upon the people of the country.

SHIPPING AND COMMERCE. 

The Republicans did not dare to press 
the ship subsidy scheme to a vote at the 
present session of Congress. Probably it 
would have been defeated by the votes of 
the Northwest, where neither the farmers 
nor the manufacturers are enamored of 
the idea of paying money from taxation 
to hire American vessels to carry freight 
as cheaply as it is now carried in open 
competition for all the world. Had the 
measure been defeated it would have 
made a bad showing in the Presidential 
campaign. Had the measure been passed 
it might have been still worse in its ef- 
fect on the election. Subsidies are sim- 
ply protection with the disguise stripped 
off. an@ protection is not so attractive as 
its adorers would like to believe. 

In order to avoid immediate trouble 
and still keep the scheme alive for the 
closing session of the present Congress 
next Winter, the Republican leaders con- 
ceived the notion of a commission to sit 
during the recess and report during the 
next session. Originally this was to con- 
sist of several officials and.some mem- 
bere of the Senate and the House and 
was to have $50,000 to spend. The House 
—none too fond of the whole matter— 
amended the plan so that the commis- 
sion is changed into a committee of five 
Senators and five Representatives, of 
whom four in all are to be Democrats; 
the appropriation is cut down to $20,000, 
and the report must be made the first 
day of the next session. No one familiar 
with the history of the subject supposes 
that there is a particle of need for this 
committee. The facts are already in the 
possession of the regular committees of 
Congress, and if further information is 
required these committees can readily 
obtain it. The sole object of the majer- 
ity is to keep the plan alive and have a 
chance to press it at the next session, 
should the party be successful in the 
election. 

Clearly this is a trick of the subsidy- 
hunters. It can be turned against them, 
If the Democrats in Congress see that 
four of their best men are placed on this 
committee and if the friends of untram- 
meled trade co-operate it will be possible 
to get before this committee and to pre- 
sent in a minority report such evidence 
of the folly and mischief of the whole 
subsidy business as will kill all attempts 
at it for years to come. All that is re- 
quired is that the interests of Ameri- 
can foreign trade and of American pro- 
duction shall be set forth plainly as 
against the interests of the beneficiaries 
of the subsidies. Every American farm- 
er and manufacturer has a right to ob- 
tain transportation to all markets at as 
low rates as possible, and no shipbuilder 
or shipowner has the right to the tax- 
payers’ money to aid him in competing 
for that transportation. Here is the sim- 
ple matter to be brought to the test of 
the facts. If it be done energetically and 
intelligently the raid on the Treasury 
will fail of its object.

THE VLADIVOSTOK SQUADRON. 

The main significance of the Russian at- 
tack upon Gen-san is in the fact that the 
Russian Vladivostok squadron is “ out” 
and must henceforth be reckoned with by 
the Japanese as part of the Russian ef- 
fective. It has broken out once before, 
and done rather more damage than it did 
on this later occasion. The first escape 
was probably facilitated by an ice break- 
er. But it is very probable that Vladivost- 
ok is now “ ice free,” and that hénceforth 

the squadron can come and go at will, 
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Japanese Navy may be able to put upon 

) its movements. The actual damage done, 
We repeat, was very trifling. The Rus- 
sians sank a little Japanese tramp and 
“threw a scare” into the Japanese and 
also into the Koreans assembled at Gen- 
san. Gen-san is a port at the south end 
of Broughton Bay, on the east side of 
the Korean Peninsula, which Japan has 
found very convenient for debarkation. 
It also happenS that it is abreast of the 
narrowest part of the whole peninsula, 
at the place where, if they should be 
driven back from the line of the Yalu, the 
Japanese might be expected to make a 
desperate stand. A line drawn directly 
across from Gen-san to Chi-nam-pho 
would hardly, if at all, exceed 100 miles 
in length. Such a line the Japanese 
might reasonably expect to fortify and 
to hold in such numbers as to defy Rus- 
sia to drive them back from it. But evi- 
dently both sea ends of the line should 
be in their own control. Their mainte- 
nance of such a line would largely depend 
upon such control. And the significance 
of these performances of the Vladivostok 
squadron is simply in the showing that 
the Japanese control is not complete. 

It is necessarily rather a reflection 
upon the Japanese Navy that it has not 
prevented this squadron from taking the 
sea as it is creditable to the audacity and 
enterprise of the Russian commander 
that his ships have taken and kept it. It 
will be still more creditable to the Rus- 
sians, and correspondingly discreditable 
to the Japanese if, after this sortie, the 
ships make the port to which they are 
necessarily tied, without molestation and 
ready to come out and fight another day. 
It is a very fine squadron, comparable, 
and about equal, to that squadron of Ad- 
miral CERVERA’s which was destroyed 
six years ago. It is perfectly capable, if 
skillfully and resolutely handled, of giv- 
ing the Japanese a great deal of trouble. 
So long as it is at large their control of 
the sea will be disputed. 

A MODEL FOR AMERICANS. 

Lord CROMER in Egypt has had trou- 
bles such as our own officers in the Phil- 
ippines have encountered through the 
inability of the native mind to grasp the 
ideas and methods of the Western mind. 
This is shown in the tendency to observe 
minutely the letter of orders and regu- 
lations, no matter what the circum- 
stances may require. 

In his latest report he cites the case of 
a station master on a railway who refused 
to attach a fire engine to a train to help 
put down a serious fire because the 
regulations did not expressly permit It. 
Another case is described as follows: 

I have heard of a doctor being sent to 
examine into the condition of a station 
master supposed to be insane. On entering 
the room, he was attacked and nearly 
strangled by the madman. He was able, 
after a sharp struggle, to call on two order- 
lies, who had been present all the time, to 
seize the man. They saluted and did so. 
On being asked why they had not interfered 
sooner, they replied that they had received 
no orders to that effect. Without doubt, 
they considered that the struggle on the 
floor, which they had witnessed, was part 
of some strange Enropean process, with 
which they were unfamiliar, for dealing 
with insane station masters. 

To deal with this class of subordinates 
and to bring them to a European stand- 
ard of efficiency, Lord CromMErR believes 
that practical education is needed and 
the steady pressure of capable and sym- 
pathetic European officials. He says: 

I ask every British official in this country 
to help in this work. I ask him more es- 
pecially to beware lest the individualism, 
which is his most precious national birth- 
right, be itself tainted by contact with a 
system which tends to enhance unduly the 
value of forms and to depreciate unduly 
that of substance. And I ask him, more- 
over, to be indulgent with his Egyptian 
subordinate, when any error the latter may 
have committed is merely formal and tech- 
nical; but on the other band, to view his 
conduct with disapproval when, though per- 
haps technically correct, it is based on a 
complete misapprehension of the spirit of 
his instructions. We want in Egypt to cre- 
ate gradually a body of public servants who 
will be able to take an intelligent and 
really useful part in the administration of 
their country, not a race of automatons 
bound hand and foot by a rigid set of bu- 
reaucratic formulae. 

This applies as closely to our own 
work in the Orient as to that of the 
British, and Lord CRoMER’s whole report 
might wel! be studied in Manila, 

——— 
THE MODERN BATTLESHIP. 

The discussion in the United States 
Senate on Monday, started by Senator 
HALE in his comments on the conference 
report on the Naval Appropriations bill, 
was extremely significant. It warranted 
the conclusion that if the matter of the 
appropriation for new battleships had not 
been agreed to by both houses and thus 
placed beyond the jurisdiction of the 
conference committee its recommendation 
would be to strike out the provision for 
battleships. As it is, the members of the 
committee seemed to derive some comfort 
from the fact that the authority con- 
ferred upon the President in this matter 
is permissive and not mandatory, and 
that it was hoped he would avail him- 
self of the discretion vested in him to 
postpone for a year the authorization of 
the building of craft of this character, 
thus awaiting the results of the war now 
in progress in the East, in which it is be- 
lieved the value of the battleship will be 
put to the supreme test. 

From this it may be inferred that the 
members of the Senate especially inter, 
ested in naval affairs have seen a great 
light, not because it shines for the first 
time, but more likely because their eyes 
have been opened. The battleship has 
been a problem for more than a quarter 
of a century. First it was a contest be- 
tween the makers of guns and projectiles 
on the one hand afid the fabricators of 
armor plate on the other, As ordnance 
was improved it devolved upon the plate 
makers to improve the weight and qual- 
ity of the protecting armor, and upon the 
naval architect to devise some means of 
keeping armored ships sufficiently buoy- 
ant to remain afloat. For a time this 
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appeared to be a fairly equal contest, 
as gauged by the results of tests at 
Proving grounds; but the guns and 
projectiles gradually crept to the front, 
and it is now some years since even the 
pretense of impenetrablegarmor was aban- 
doned, Meanwhile the torpedo, the sub- 
marine mine, and the submergible tor- 
pedo boat made formidable progress. 
Just what to expect from these destruct- 
ive agencies is still conjectural. Perhaps 
the lay inventors claim too mych and the 
naval experts, who are not inventors and 
know only the traditions of naval war- 
fare, concede too little, However this 
may be, the inventors have kept busy, 
and with the result that the naval levia- 
than now has several variants of its 


natural enemy, the swordfish, and its 


vulnerable part is that below the water- 
line. Senator Hauw stated the disagree- 
able truth very tersely when he said: 


I may say that if I were Secretary of the 
Navy, in the present condition, I should not 
dare to go and commit the Government to 
the building of another immense battleship 
costing $8,000,000. The lessons gf war be- 
tween Russia and Japan thus gar go to 
show the vulnerability and the wasafety of 
those immense and lofty battleships, and 
the undesirability at present of committing 
ourselves to the further construction of 
them. The great and salient events of the 
war show how incomplete as an engine of 
war one of these enormous, high-turreted 
battleships is. If she is struck below the 
waterline, and the centre of gravity is dis- 
turbed, she turns over like a turtle, and 
everybody on board is drowned. 


The fact must also be borne in mind 
that the dirigible floating fortress is a 
very complex organism. Its effective- 
ness depends upon the smooth working 
of many co-ordinated parts. It is easily 
disabled by accidents occurring above the 
waterline, and an injury which in no 
sense threatens to send a battleship to 
the bottom may cripple it to the extent of 
rendering it unmanageable and ending 
its fighting efficiency. Senator HALs is 
not alone in questioning whether it will 
be found that the United States has made 
a good investment in the $150,000,000 
paid for the larger battleships; but if the 
critics of our naval extension policy were 
called upon to decide, under the pressure 
of official responsibility, between the 
battleship and the armored or unarmored 
cruiser they would be likely to have a 
good many sleepless nights.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Considered as “ literature,"" there is, 
of course, nothing like a comparison to be 
made between the verses by the late G. D. 
PRENTICE, which we printed yesterday, and 
those by JoHN J. O’ConNOoR, which ap- 
peared a few days before, The first were 
poetry of more than respectable merit, con- 
sidered as poetry, and almost marvelously 
good us the production of a fourteen-yeur- 
old boy, while the second showed only the 
most rudimentary knowledge of versifica- 
tion as an art, gave no promise whatever 
of future achievements in that direction, 
and were notable for nothing except com- 
plete sincerity and the simplicity that re- 
sults from it—sometimes. And yet, we sup- 
pose that while the Prentice poem will re- 
ceive the appreciation it deserves from a 
few critical readers, that by young O’CoNn- 
NOR will catch the attention and touch the 
emotions of a vastly greater number, and 
do it, too, by its many technical faults 
rather than by its very few literary merits. 
That both boys really and deeply felt the 
bereavements they had suffered need not 
be denied or questioned, but O’CoNNoR had 
no thought for anything except telling tne 
story of his father’s death, while PRENTICE 
could not possibly have failed to have his 
mind distracted from his loss by his own 
recognition of the beauty of his produc- 
tion. The son grieved, but the poet must 
have worked long and hard at the polish- 
ing of his verses, must have taken indubi- 
table pleasure in the success of his efforts, 
and in the expression of the wish for an 
early death must have lost the greater 
part, if not all, of the wish itself. In other 
words, he made “copy” out of his emo- 
tions just as do all who have a “call” 
to write either prose or verse, The extent 
to which yielding to this common and in- 
evitable tendency interferes with or di- 
minishes sincerity is a difficult and delicate 
question, and before answering it perhaps 
it would be well to ask if the value of sin- 
cerity is not sometimes overestimated. 
During the past chilly weeks we have been 
receiving dozens of ‘‘ poems,”’ and one or 
two poems that described the lush and 
balmy beauties of Spring, nominally from 
the standpoint of one who is enjoying those 
beauties, and they were apparently as truly 
‘felt’ as the verses of the same sort that 
came in the mails of yesterday and the day 
before, 


-——One of the official cappers for the 
“Christian Science’"’ game—the one who 
works the Buffalo papers for free adver- 
tisements of Eddyot books and “ healers” 
—made a ludicrous mistake this week. He 
sent to The Buffalo News with a request 
for publication a dispatch clipped from 
THe Times telling how a Sandusky Judge 
had decided that the State law was uncon- 
stitutional which accorded examination and 
registration, with consequent right to 
“practice medicine,”’ to osteopathists and 
refused it to the worshippers of Mrs, Eppy. 
The News published the information, as re- 
quested, but hastened to call its readers’ 
attention to the wild inconsistency of deny- 
ing the existence of disease in one breath 
and in the next demanding authority to 
compete with the doctors and with other 
quacks in curing it. Not content with strik- 
ing that cruel blow, The News quoted Ar- 
ticle X., Section 3, of the by-laws of the 
“Christian Science Church,” which reads: 
“If a member of this Church has a patient 
that he does not heal, and whose case he 
cannot fully diagnose, he may consult with 
an M. D., on the anatomy involved,” Then, 
very pertinently—or impertinently, the Fad- 
dyots will think—The News asks why, if the 
*‘healers"’ recognize the bearing of “ the 
anatomy involved,” and the necessity of 
getting help in some cases from “an 
M. D.,” they are themselves unwilling to 
study anatomy and acquire the real doc- 
tor’s knowledge of diagnosis and med- 
icine. If they would only do that, 
of course they would have no diffi- 
culty in getting licenses anywhere, and 
once thus equipped, they could use 
such methods as they chose upon such pa- 
tients as they could get. But the “ heal- 
ers’ will do nothing of the sort. Few of 
them have the necessary intelligence and 
all prefer the “ get-rich-quick’ system 
taught in half a dozen lessons by ‘ Moth- 
er” and her favored representative. A 
course in medicine and surgery is expen- 
sive, and it takes a lot of time, while 
a varied assortment of pseudo-religious and 
pseudo-philosophic phrases can be learned 
in a few days by any man or woman with 
a disinclination for honest work. 


—It is not exactly dignified for the head 
of a colored school to offer a box of $5 
cigars to anybody who can bring proof 
that one of the school’s graduates has been 
sent to State prison or even been con- 
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victed in a police court, and yet the fact 
that this offer had stood for many years 
with respect to the State Normal School 
for Negroes at Montgomery, Ala., at a cost 
of only one box of cigars, does have a good 
deal of significance. To keep out of prison 
is not, of course, the highest of achieve- 
ments, and yet it is something, and the suc- 
cess of the graduates of this institution in 
doing it shows at least that they have 
avoided the commission of any very serious 
offenses, That is, one can hope it does, 
Of course, it might be suggested that edu- 
cation occasionally enables people to do 
safely things which weuld land the ig- 
norant behind the baré im short order, but 
while that is true, it @ees not account for 
the small demand fr these particular 
cigars. As much, too, can be said for the 
fact that they are, under the aleatory con- 
tract, to be $5 cigars. That would prevent 
some people from taking even the slightest 
trouble to acquire them, but the five-center 
has many admirers, or at least many tolera- 
tors, and for out-of-door consumption the 
best of them are better than no cigars at 
all for almost everybody. Dignity apart, 
therefore, the head of this Norma! School 
for Negroes is entirely justified of his. one- 
sided wager by its results, or, rather, by 
its lack of results. : 


—In discussing the battleship question, 
Senator Ha.Le this week expressed vehe- 
ment distrust of vessels which, when any- 
thing happened to them, “ turned over like 
a turtle’ and drowned everybody on board. 
That, now, is a very queer phrase, and a 
turtle would have the best of reasons for 
finding fault with its accuracy. For turtles, 
according to the report of those more or 
less familiar with the reptiles, are not at 
all inclined to turn over, but navigate the 
water, if not exactly with grace, at least 
with speed and security, and always right 
side up. They know their business thor- 
oughly and are admirably adapted for its 
performance, Senator HaLe was probably 
misled by a vague knowledge that real 
sailor men, who also usually know some- 
thing about the creatures in question, do 
sometimes say of a craft that ‘“‘ she turned 
turtle.” By this, however, they mean, we 
think, not that the ill-made or ijl-laden 
vessel turned over as a turtle turns over, 
but that, after capsizing, the part that re- 
mained above the surface for a longer or 
shorter period looked like a turtle. Nauti- 
cal figures of speech are almost always as 
accurate as they are useful, but they must 
be handled with care, and for landsmen 
in or out of the Senate to take liberties 
with them is full of danger. 


A PLEA FOR THE FAMILY. 


The Wife’s Place Is in the Home, Not 
the Business Mart. 


To the Editor of The Netwe York Times: 

My interest has been aroused by the pub- 
lication of the latest ideas of Prof. Patten 
of the University of Pennsylvania upon the 
solution of the labor questions. He gives 
us to understand that a solution of these 
questions will be produced if the wives of 
men who earn less than $20 per week will 
also become wageworkers. And to what 
end? I ask him, Is it in order to destroy 
completely the old Americarm idea of a 
family unit, the old American ideal of a 
family character? To remove completely 
from the homes where it is most needed 
the loving care and guiding hand of a 
mother? 

Even if we admit that poetry and senti- 
ment are to become extinct, and grant that 
even the holy estate of marriage is to be 
conducted entirely upon business principles, 
let us at least approach this matter and 
apply to its management some slight pro- 
portion of the intelligence which any or- 
dinary man would apply to any ordinary 
business. 

Nature is not wasteful. But let me ask 
where a man's part in her system comes in 
if a woman is to become even the partial 
wage producer of the family. A woman's 
function is clearly defined, and if the sup- 
port of a family were compatible with the 
proper bearing and rearing of children, 
nature never would have committed such 
an act of wasteful extravagance as to have 
made the two sexes. 

I have no desire to deter such learned men 
as Prof. Patten in their labors for the im- 
provement of man’s social condition, but I 
most positively do protest against their 
utterly disregarding the fundamental laws 
of nature as well as the foremost teachings 
of the Church, 

That God may defend us and our chil- 
dren from such a condition as their teach- 
ings would lead us into should be the uni- 
versal prayer of all Christian peoples.

Gasoline Lamps for Street Lighting.

Why is it that in the proposals for street 
lighting only electric and gas lamps are 
considered, no mention being made of gaso- 
line or naphtha lamps, such as are in use 
in Central Park?

They have 
also an immense adventage over the other 
kinds in that each lamp carries its own 
supply, thus making it independent of gas 
works, electrical machinery, and street 
mains, with all their vicissitudes of quality, 
pressure, current, &c.

Miss Rogers Fights Her Resolution 
Through City Federation. 


DECLINED TO BE PUT DOWN 


Question, Viewed from Aspect of House- 
hold Expense, Arouses Enthu- 
siasm by Members. 


It was Miss Jennie A. Rogers of Brook- 
lyn who brought about the nearest ap- 
proach to discord in the third convention 
of the New York City Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, which was held yesterday in 
the Clinton Avenue Congregational Church, 
Brooklyn. Miss Rogers is a gentle-looking 
little woman, but she was determined that 
the Fedération should go on record against 
the Remsen Gas bill, and she made her 
point, despite all opposition. 

It was after 1 o'clock, an hour set apart 
for the convention luncheon, that Miss 
Rogers announced to the assembled women 
her opinion of the Remsen Gas bill. 

“This pill,” she said, “places a matter 
of public concern in the hands of private 
parties, frees them from taxes, and makes 
it easier for the public’ to be imposed upon 
another time. It does not seem to be 4 
matter of politics, for it has been passed 
by a Republican House and signed by 2 
Democratic Mayor, and we ought to appeal 
to Gov. Odell to veto it.’’ 

“It seems to me that this is a putely 
political matter which does not concern 
us,”’ said Mrs. Herman Bolte, who is Chair- 
man of the Federation Legislative Commit- 
tee, which had just reported. ‘‘I don’t 
think we ought to meddle with it.”

HEARS STORY OF DAVID 


Bispham Tells of His Appeal to 
Andrew Carnegie. 


McMILLIN OFFERS $50,000 


He Desires to be First of a Hundred, 
Each of Whom Would Donate This 
Amount to the Work. 


Contrary to the expectations of the cyn- 
ics that the National Arts Theatre So- 
ciety’s year of existence had ended with 
mere theories, as it began, there came to 
light at its annual dinner last night the 
fact that at least one very rich man was 
ready to put down $50,000 toward the 
scheme for building a temple of dramatic 
art in this city. 

Emerson McMillin, Director of twenty- 
four great corporations and one of the men 
who made his millions largely in gas, an- 
nounced in a brief after-dinner speech that 
he would be one of a hundred men who 
should furnish between them $5,000,000, or 
half the sum needed to establish the Na- 
tional Arts Theatre planned by the society. 
He said he regarded it as practical to get 
together the other ninety-nine. His offer 
Was preceded by the remark: 

“I think it would be a misfortune if An- 
drew [referrng to Mr. Carnegie] should 
build this theatre by himself. I'd much 


ee have 100,000 people interested in 
t.” 

“He did not go into details, but left the 
impression that, having raised the first 
half million, he would favor collecting the 
remainder in the shape of small subscrip- 
tions from a great many people. 

Of the many speeches that preceded that 
of Mr. McMillin, the most striking was one 
by David Bispham, the opera singer. That 
Mr. Bispham had approached Mr. Carnegie, 
his good friend, about the National The- 
atre scheme was well known, but the de- 
tails of the negotiations had not been dis- 
closed before. With two or three words of 
introduction, Mr. Bispham told the story 
by reading what he declared was an ancient 
document recently resurrected. 

At first his hearers did not know what 
he was driving at, but gradually the im- 
port of the veiled legend became apparent, 
and the room echoed with-applause and 
laughter. Mr, Bispham had written his 
story with great care, and here is a partial 
copy of the manuscript he reluctantly 
loaned to a reporter: 


THE EPISTLE OF DAVID. 


*A manuscript lately brought to light, 
dating from the first century A. C., and 
bearing closely upon the weil-known Gos- 
pel According to Andrew, has been discov- 
ered. The narrative bears every internal 
evidence of being genuine, and is a gollo- 
quy which took place about the first year 
of the reign of Theodorus the Strenuous, 


between Andrew, surnamed Croesus, and 
David the Singer of the Church at Phila- 
delphia. To David are we indebted for its 
preservation. It reads as follows: 

“*T, David, had traveled much and had 
seen the theatres at Athens and at Rome, 
and had approved the judgment of Paris, 
and with a deep thought in my mind I 
journeyed to the Land of Scotia and abode 
certain days in the hill country in the cas- 
tle of Andrew the Rich, surnamed Croe- 
sus.’ ”’ 

The ancient manuscript, which Mr. Bisp- 
ham read with histrionic intonations, pro- 
ceeded to set forth that Andrew the Rich 
was of small stature but of great heart, 
“whose head ruleth and his hand is 
stayed.’’ Andrew treated kindly his visit- 
or, David the Singer. At a propitious mo- 
ment David made known his desires, say- 


ing: 

*“*O, Andrew, thou hast flocks and 
herds and lands and palaces. Are not thy 
riches famed even unto the ends of the 
earth? Naught is impossible unto thee. 
Com,e now, therefore, be it known unto 
thee that the new world cryeth out for 
a worthy home for the drama. Do thou, 
therefore, build us a theatre, even a temple 
unto Thespis like unto — the world 
has seen before. Let not the unbelieving 
daunt thee.’ ’”’ 

It was then set forth that Andrew the 
Rich was urged not to erect a place “‘ alone 
for the presentment of the grace of danc- 
ers, but for the elevation of the mind of 
man."’ The epistle of David continued: 

“*O Andrew, if so it seemeth good in thy 
sight, secure it well and grapple it unto thy 
heart with bonds of Steel. 

*** Do thou call its name the Institution 
of the Classic Theatre, wherein the great- 
est works of men may be performed in the 
vulgar tongue understanded of all the 
world; that men may flock thither and par- 
take of the benefits of thy largesse.’ 

“And Andrew pondered these things and 
sayings in this heart and then he spake: 
‘O David, in thy pleasant converse there Is 
much delight, and in thy mind there is a 
mighty thought. Tell me now, I pray thee, 
how great a price hast thou deemed should 
be paid for such a work?’ 

“And I, David, answered and said: ‘O, 
Andrew, surnamed Croesus, do thou appor- 
tion and set apart for this work 10,000,000 
sestertii, and do thou take counsel of such 
and such men, skilled"in letters; poets and 
professors and wise men of affairs; and do 
thou form affiliations with the greatest in- 
stitutions of learning, both for men and 
women, in the land of thine adoption; and 
do thou bind together such of those whose 
business drama is, and take thou advice 
even as to the foundation of a true profes- 
sion whereof the men and maidens of our 
land, of highest education and birth, may 
be proud.’ 

“And Andrew answered and said: ‘ Veri- 
ly, how noble a deed would this be, could 
there but be found the actors (who truly, I 
believe, exist not) who could present 
worthily the plays thou namest.’ And then 
I showed unto him the names of those, and 
spake of the great ones skilled in acting, 
who would be bespoken to perform even 
upon the stage of the theatre which he had 
builded, and of the rising generation who 
would follow in the paths his wisdom had 
shown. 

“But Andrew questioned and looked on 
all sides, as is his wont, and he said: ‘ If 
thou sayest truly that there be men who 
can present worthily these plays, then to 
whom can they play them? For verily I 
perosive ‘tis an audience is lacking, nor do 
believe it is in the heart of the people to 
interest themselves at all in this matter. 
Have I not builded a hall and founded it in 
my own name? And did I not place therein 
Walter the Musician? And, verily he piped 
and he piped, but the people danced not 
unto his piping! Nor came they to hear 
his music in sufficient numbers, and my 
venture rewarded me not. Truly, in order 
that I should not lose, I builded me studios 
ee the building. Howbeit, continue! 
Thine enthusiasm almost persuadeth me,”’ 


UNFOLDING THE GOSPEL. 


“Then I enlarged and unfolded to him 
all that was in my thought, and he strode 
to and fro within the room, and his hands 


worked beneath the raiment behind him. 
And he spake in a low voice, as if to him- 
self, saying: 

“*Of the making’ of books there is no 
end, and they shall not go houseless. Veri- 
ly am I sent to prepare a place for them. 
Their leaves shall not be scattered by the 
winds of heaven. No! Verily, I will build 
me libraries, ro not as that single one at 
Alexandria, the which being burned all 
the learning of the world was destroyed. 
Not so! For I have founded hundreds, 
and if so be that some may perish, yet 
others will remain. My name shall live 
among men upon the earth forever! Thus 
shall knowledge be disseminated, that of 
the making of books there need be no end.’ 

“Yet dwelt he upon the thought, and 
after a time we crossed over and came to 
the other side of the sea, and met again 
in the New World. And there I spake to 
him further on the matter. And he took 
me up with him into his chariot, and I 
showed unto him ce tee where I would 
that the theatre should be builded. And 
he said that if others were like-minded and 
would join with him, he felt the edifice in 
my thougnt even yet met take form in 
marble and in brass. And I described unto 
him the library devoted to the special uses 
of the institution of the Classic Theatre.” 

The manuscript next told how Andrew, 
surnamed Croesus, was informed that no 
fame like the fame of ane builded the 
temple of art could belong to any man. 
The glory of his name would go throughout 
the world. Thereupon Andrew said, ‘ O, 
for thine enthusiasm!’’ The epistle pro- 
ceeded: 4 

“ Andrew said: ‘ But hast thou not heard 
how it has been said by a wise man of old, 
Put not thy eqs all in one basket? Verily, 
my own word is better. I say unto the 
youth of the generation, Dissipate not your 
energies in various poreuits, Rat all your 
eggs in one basket.

- CARROLL LIVINGSTON DEAD. 


GEN. JOSEPH DICKINSON DEAD. 


Participated in a Score of Fights During 
the Civil War. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Gen. Joseph 
Dickinson died here to-day. He was born 
in Philadelphia Dec. 25, 1880, and educated 
in the public schools of that city. When 
the rebellion breke out Dickinson was en- 
gaged in the manufacturing business. He 
was among those who volunteered in 
March, 1861, for the defense of Washing- 
ton, and was with the brigade that left 
Philadelphia under Col. William F. Small 
for the National capital, and which was 
fired on by the mob at Baltimore. 

.When Col. Small recruited the Twenty- 
sixth Regiment, which was the first of 
the three-year regiments in Pennsylvania, 
Dickinson was made a Lieutenant, and be- 
came Adjutant General through the influ- 
ence of Secretary Cameron, and was as- 
signed to duty with the General Staff. He 
was promoted rapidly. He participated in 
twenty battles and numerous skirmishes, 
and was wounded five times. For gallantry 
at Williamsburg and Antietam he was bre- 
vetted Colonel, and Brigadier General for 
gallant and meritorious service at Gettys- 


burg. 

Gen. Dickinson resigned from the army 
in January, 1864, in consequence of wounds 
and returned to his home in Philadelphia 
and resumed business. In August, 1882, he 
removed to Washington to accept an ap- 
pointment in the Pension Office, which po- 
sition he held until his death. Gen. Dick- 
inson leaves a widow. He had no children.

Charles H. Bass, President of the Flor- 
encedale Coal Company, died at his home, 
800 Union Street, Brooklyn, on Monday. 
He was born seventy-eight years ago in 
New Brunswick, N. J., and when a boy 
went with his parents to Pottsville, Penn., 
to lve.

BROOKLYN POLICE TO MOVE. 


Headquarters to be Transferred from 
Smith to State Street. 


Relief and satisfaction were felt by the 
police officials in Brooklyn yesterday when 
Commissioner McAdoo announced that the 
Borough Police Headquarters were to be 
moved from 16 Smith Street to the Vos- 
burgh Building, at 269 State Street.

Very soon bullish messages from New 
Orleans and apprehensions as to the showing of

Juvenile Asylum Sells Large Flots on Washington Heights— 
Auction Sale of Subway Company’s Holdings— 
Purchase of Sixteenth Street Buildings— 

Many Minor Transactions. 


The New York Juvenile Asylum has sold 
to the State Realty and Mortgage Company 
the entire block bounded by St. Nicholas and 
Wadsworth Avenues, One Hundred and 
Seventy-seventh and One Hundred and 
Seventy-eighth Streets, and the southerly 
half of the block bounded by Broadway 
and Wadsworth Avenue, One Hundred and 
Seventy-seventh and One Hundred and 
Seventy-eighth Streets. The tract will be 
divided into plots and resold, probably for 
improvement with apartment houses. 
Hall J. How & Co. were the brokers in the 
deal. The asylum recently borrowed from 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company 
$350,000 upon the remainder of its property 
in this vicinity. Upon the removal of the 
institution to its new home in Westchester 
County, all of this property, consisting of 
about 129 lots, will be sold. One of the 
Trustees said yesterday that it had not yet 
been decided whether to dispose of the 
property by private or public sale, but that 
if no private buyer for it appears in the 
meantime it will probably be put up at 
auction next Spring. 

Property Over Subway Sold. 

The attendance at yesterday’s sale, con- 
ducted by Bryan L. Kennelly of properties 
along the line of the subway taxed to its 
utmost the capacity of the Real Estate 
Salesroom. Bidding, as had been generally 
anticipated, was confined almost wholly to 
the professional element. All of: the prop- 
erties were sold, with the exception of 
the plots at the junction of Hillside Street 
and Eleventh Avenue, These will be taken 
over by the company which is to operate 
the subway and will be made the site of a 
sub-power station. The total amount 
realized by the sale was nearly $600,000. 

These properties, being at points where 
it was necessary to build the subWay un- 
der private land, were bought oy the Sub- 
way Realty Company, organized by Au- 
gust Belmont, so that the road cuuld be 


built without the delays incidental to con- 
demnation proceedings. Yesterday’s sales, 
in every instance, were made sebject to 
the perpetual easement of the underground 

As to the prices obtained for the proper- 
ties, there was wide divergence af Opinion, 
varying with individual estimates of the 
value of the easements. The group of im-

050. The five lots at the southeast corner 
of Lenox Avenue and One Hundred and 
Forty-third Street, purchased in 1901 for 
$55,000, were sold yesterday for $30,150. 
What appears to have been relatively the 
lowest priced parcel in the lot was the 
old Wilson & Adams lumber yard prop- 
erty, a plot of about ninety ots, on the 
east bank of the Harlem River, at the foot 
of One Hundred and Forty-ninth Street. 
For this the Subway Realty Company paid

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Gelatin Sheets a Manufactured Article— 
Other Decisions. 


In a decision written by General Apprais- 
er Bugene G. Hay the Board of United 
States General Appraisers yesterday re- 
verséd itself and sustained a protest by 
Henry Pfaltz of New York against the as- 
sessment of a duty of 15 cents a pound and 
20 per cent., as gelatin, on merchandise 
known as gelatin sheets. The importer 
claimed that it was dutiable at 35 per cent. 
as a manufacture of gelatin. 

In making the ruling Mr. Hay lays down 
a principle which is widely applicable in 
customs law. He declares that in spite of 
former rulings of the board on identical 
articles, he cannot escape the conclusion 
that the commodity comes within the es- 
tablished rule of what constitutes a manu- 
factured article. The application of labor 
alone, he declares, is not enough to change 
an article’ from .crude to manufactured, 
but must so change it as to make it some- 
thing different in character and use and 
having a distinctive name. In this case 
SS is a translucent substance, a little 
ighter in color than amber, easily soluble 
in water, and standing a very moderate de- 
gree of heat. It is usually put up in 
sheets three by eight inches, and is used 
as an edible. The merchandise in contro- 
versy comes in sheets much larger and 
thinner, is colored many shades, and has 
some material added to render it insoluble 
and capable of standing a much greater de- 

ree of heat. It is used in theatrical work 
or producing colored lights, for bonbon 
boxes, and printing. >

TO SAVE SPUYTEN DUYVIL. 


King’s Bridge Citizens Wil! Petition 
Governor to Veto Plunkitt Bill. 


Citizens of King’s Bridge to the numberf 
of thirty-one, of whom nine were women, 
held a “mass” meeting in the Marble 
Hill Hose Company’s hall last evening and 
drafted a petition that is to be submitted 
to Gov. Odell asking him to veto Senator 
Plunkitt’s Spuyten Duyvil bill. 

Although the meeting last night was a 
Small one numerically, everybody that did 
attend was a property owner, and all de- 
clared that opposition to the bill in the 
King’s Bridge district, was practically 
unanimous. 

The King’s Bridge people want it under- 
stood, it was enplained. that they are not 
opposed to the New York Central's plans 
for a shorter route, nor do they object to 
the erecting of bridges across Spuyten 
Duyvill Creek by the company. What 
they do object to is what they say is the 
real object of the bill, namely the cession 
to the company, which is designated in the 
bill as ‘“‘ abutting owner,” of the lands ly- 
ing in the bed of Spuyten Duyvil Creek, 
thus giving the corperation the right to 
fill in and make solid land of a waterway 
that the peaple have enjoyed from time 
immermorial, They assert further that it 
will make dangerous the navigation of the 
new ship canal as well as deprive the 
neighborhood of a natural drainage system 
by the ebb and flow of the tide. 

I. W. Pollock and John F. Clarke were 
the principal speakers at the meeting.

Polo Grounds, thence under the Speedway, 
through One Hundred and Fifty-ninth 
Street to St. Nicholas Avenue, an slong 
St. Nicholas Avenue to One Hundred an 
Sixty-eighth Street and Broadway. Under 
the plan as proposed there will be stations 
at the Speedway and at the intersection of 
St. Nicholas and Amsterdam Avenues and 
One Hundred and Sixty-second Street. At 
the meeting a committee will be appointed 
to present the matter to the Rapid Transit 
Commissioners. 


Lease of Rockaway Beach Road. 

The stockholders of the New York and 
Rockaway Beach Railroad yesterday rati- 
fied a resolution of its Board of Directors, 
adopted on March 2, providing for the lease 
of the company’s railroad and other prop- 
erty to the Long Island Railroad Company. 
The lease is for fifty years, beginning July 
1. The lease has already been acted on by 
the Long Island stockholders. The New 
York and Rockaway Beach Railroad runs 
from Glendale Junction to Rockaway 
Beach. It extends over four miles of trestle 
over Jamaica Bay, and terminates at Rock- 
away Park, the western extremity of the 
Rockaways.

RAND JURY TAKES UP 
ROTHSCHILD CHARGES 


Two Grand Larceny Bills Submit- 
ted in Federal Bank Case. 


* 


MIGHT PREFER FIFTY MORE 


Miss Heaney, ex-Cashier of Globe Com- 
pany, Examined in Contempt Pro- 
ceedings—Safes Not Opened. 


The Grand Jury yesterday took up first 
two grand larceny charges brought against 
David Rothschild in connection with the 
failure of the Federal Bank, of which he 
was President until the beginning of last 
March. Several witnesses were examined, 
but the taking of testimony will not be 
ccmpleted until to- -day. 

Assistant District Attorney Kresel de- 
clares that as many as fifty charges of the 
Same nature might be preferred against 
Rothschild as a result of his Federal Bank 
operations, but it is not intended that the 
present Grand Jury. shall be asked to take 


up any of these, except those already be- 
fore it. 


The bankruptcy proceedings brought by 
creditors of the Globe Securities Company 
and now pending before United States Com- 
missioner Alexander were brought to a 
standstill yesterday, when Judge Holt of 
the United States District Court signed an 
order directing Receiver McKeen to appear 
before him on Monday, and show cause 
why the proceedings should not be discon- 
tinued and the further examination of wit- 
nesses postponed until after the question 
of jurisdiction has been settled. The or- 
der was granted upon a petition filed by 
W. H. Bonynge of the firm of Black, Ol- 
co:t, Gruber & Bonynge, counsel for the 
Globe Securities Company. Mr. Bonynge 
raised the question of jurisdiction on the 
ground that the company was a New Jersey 
corporation, and until six months ago had 
its main office in that State. 

No attempt was made yesterday by Re- 
ceiver McKeen to open the ten safes at 
the office of the Globe Securities Com- 
pany. It is probable, however, that they 
will be opened to-day. Among the papers 
found in the Rothschild apartment at the 
Ansonia was a list of the various combi- 
nations. This list is now in Mr. Kresel’s 
possession, but will be turned over to the 
receiver by him to-day. 

Miss Catherine Heaney, cashier for the 
defunct concern, who testified on Saturday 
that she did not remember the combina- 
tion of the tin safety vault’’ of the 
Globe Securities Company, and admitted 
that she had destroyed a memorandum 
containing it before going to court that 
morning, was brought before Commissioner 
Alexander yesterday by a United States 
Deputy Marshal, in response to an order 
by Judge Holt, calling upon her to show 


cause why she should not be punished for 
contempt as a result of her conduct. 

The natural inference from her conduct 
in tearing up the memorandum after a sub- 
poena had been served upon her,’’ said 
Judge Holt in his order, is that she did 
noz intend to tell the combination and pur- 
posely destroyed the paper. It looks very 
sericus, and one might well suspect that 
she was neces to destroy it by some of- 
ficer of the Globe Securities Company, so 
as to conceal the contents of the safes and 
thereby interfere with and delay the re- 
ceiver appointed by the court in the dis- 
charge of his duties.”’ 

Before coming into court Miss. Heaney 
was taken to the office of the Giobe Secu- 
rities Company, where Walter L. Brew- 
ster, counsel for Receiver McKoen, again 
made a formal request upon her to vpen 
the vault, The ex-cashier said she was 
unable to do so, and wept. She was vis- 
ibly excited when she was taken into court, 
and on the stand repeated her story re- 
garding the forgotten combination  sub- 
stantially as told last Saturday. Decisicn 
in her case was postponed intil to-morrow. 

Samuel J. Goldsmith, of Myers & Gold- 
smith, counsel in the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings against the Globe concern. yester- 
day explained how Rothschild came to be 
intrusted with the administration of the 
estate of Wiliam Weissell, who died a 
year ago, dividing a fortune of $200,000 
among twenty-nine heirs, seven of whom 
ee were cut off with a doliar. 

hey contested the will, and Surrogate 
Fitzgerald was asked to appoint an admin- 
istrator. 

“It was through Richard W. Jones, Presi- 
dent of the Oriental Bank, that Rothschi} 
Was appointed,’’ said Mr. Goldsmith. “ Mr. 
Jones wrote a letter to the Surrogate rec- 
ommending Rothschild as a man of high 
moral character and unquestioned business 
standing. The claimants to the estate are 
fully protected, a surety company having 
bonded him in $400,000." 

Rothschild’s surety was 
Surety Company of Cleveland, 

The name of Frank B, Platt, a son of 
Senator Platt and a member of the law 
firm of Boardman, Platt & Soley, was 
brought into the story of Rothschild’'s 
muddled affairs by a man closely in teuch 
with the inside workings of the Federal 
Bank. It was said that when Roths- 
child was about to open the Grand 

treet branch of that institution, through 

yhich many east side people in poor 
circumstances stand to lose their sav- 
ings of a_ lifetime, he met with all 
kinds of objections from State Superin- 
tendent of Banking Kilburn, who, according 
to a statement recently given out by the 
Banking Department, “did not like the 
people behind the Federal Bank.’ 

In these straits Rothschild, accuerding to 
a lawyer who about 
active in the ‘“ bank- 
er’s”’ interest to see Frank Platt. Mr. 
Kilburn was in this city at the time, and 
the very next day, it was said, the per- 
mission was granted. 

At the office of Boardman, Platt & Soley, 
of which Mr. Platt is a member, he was 
said to be attending a funeral in Cleve-

Assignee Reports Payment of $700,000 
of Liabilities. 


Schedules in the assignment of A. B. Bax- 
ter & Co., (corporation,) trading in stocks 
and cotton at 61 Broadway, were filed yes- 
terday by George J. Vestner, the assignee. 
The liabilities are $850,716, nominal assets 
$229,395, and actual assets $56,712. 

Mr. Vestner said that $700,000 of the lia- 
bilities had been paid off since the assign- 
ment, and the balance unpaid have money 
attached sufficient to pay the claims. The 
assets consist of cash in one hundred and 
thirty banks, $206,380, but some of them 
have since failed, so that there is now 
actual cash of $196,356, but this is subject 
to attachments of $189,753.

BATTLE FOR SUGGESSION 
T0 THE “MONK’S” POWER 


Men Said to be Rivals for Gang 
Leadership Fight Three Rounds. 


THEN THE POLICE BREAK IN 


Dense Crowd Surrounds the Combatants 
in First Street, Near Second 
Avenue. 


A fierce fight, at first a rough and tum- 
ble, but conducted at last on Marquis of 
Queensbury rules, between two young men 
whe-are said by the police to be rivals for 
the leadership of the east side gang for- 
merly captained by ‘‘ Monk’ Eastman, 
yesterday afternoon, caused the calling out 
of the reserves of the Fifth Street Station 
and the gathering of a crowd which blocked 
the street and made it difficult for the 
police to reach the contestants. 

Five prisoners were taken. The combat- 
ants, who gave their names as Otto Ben- 
nett, eighteen years old, of 93 Division 
Street, and Morris Rothschild, nineteen, of 
27 Second Avenue, were charged with fight- 
ing and disorderly conduct, and three oth- 
ers, who gave the names of Adam Fink, 
Harry Levy, and John Hilbert, were 
charged with interfering with the police. 
Capt. McDermott says that these three 
were acting as seconds for the principals. 

The fight began at Second Avenue and 
First Street. The two youths, grappling 
at each other, finally found themselves in 
a vacant lot in the middle of the block. 
Jhere, after a moment's recess, they took 
otf their coats, waistcoats, collars and ties, 
and with a close mob in a ring about them, 
they began to fight by rounds. According 
to ‘Capt. McDermott, three rounds had 
passed, and the succession to the powers 
of the “ Monk” was still in doubt when 
some aiarmed and ursportsmanlike citizen 
telephoned to Police Headquarters. 

When Capt. McDermott was notified of 
the trouble he left the station in such a 
hurry that he forgot to take his cap. Sergt. 
Post and Detectives Wasserman and Cahill 
follow2d quickly, running the four blocks 
from the station to the scene of the fight 
and stringing along behind them as fast 
as they could grab their coats and sticks 
were a dozen reserves. 

Even this force, however, had difficulty 
in forcing its way thrcugh the mob, which 
was packed about the lot, and when the 
policemen reached the improvised ring the 
princinals and seconds, according to the 
police, dropped their own quarrel and at- 
tacked the interfering party. Rothschild 
attacked Detective Wasserman, according 
to the latter, and in the process of sub- 
duing the alleged gang member Wasserman 
did some fist work himself, as Rothschild’s 
face bor2 witness when he was arraigned 
in the station. 


SONNER ARRESTED; CONFESSES 


Man Said by Duke to Have Trafficked 
in City Jobs Goes to Jail. 


Emil A. Sonner, the real estate dealer to {| 


whom William Duke, the liveryman, says 
he has turned over $200,000 to facilitate 
the securing of civil service places for va- 
rious persons, yesterday made a statement 
to District Attorney Jerome and his assist- 
ant, Mr. Kresel, which was taken down 
stenographically. Mr. Jerome said it might 
be regarded as a confession. The District 
Attorney added that Sonner had corrobo- 
rated, in many respects, the assertions of 
Duke, but that as his version of the mat- 
ter had not been verified, the real espect 
of the case had changed but little since 
Monday. ‘I do not know whether Sonner 
told me the truth or not,” remarked Mr. 
Jerome.. 

Sonner was taken into custody yesterday 
by City Marshal Coghlan of the Tenth Dis- 
trict on a civil action brought against him 
by Louis Lorsch for the conversion of $229. 
The papers in the case commit him to the 
Ludlow Street Jail for fifteen days and a 
county detective stood in wait for him out- 
side the District Attorney’s door. When 
he emerged Marshal Coghlan and Rounds- 
man Berry accompanied Sonner to his of- 
fice, at 380 Amsterdam Avenue, where he 

wanted to get some papers. 

_ Sonner was to have been tried yesterday 
in Special Sessions on the charge of de- 
frauding William Hauck, a truck driver, of 
121 Avenue A, But of $350 on the promise 
to bring about Ris appointment on the po- 
lice force, the promise having been made 
in September of 1902. At the request of the 
District Attorney and also of Mr. Kresel, 
who is conducting the investigation 
the ‘“‘man higher up theory, 
was adjourned until May 3. 

While the Distriot Attorney's office was 
busy with Sonner, the case against Duke, 
who is charged by James E.
